PARIS, Nov. 28. —|By Atlantic Cable.] Spain has ac. 
cepted the United States offer of $20,000,000, and at a joint 


| session of the Peace Commissions this afternoon consented

Rico, Guam and the Philippine Islands. _ 

The document presenting this acceptance contained 
only 300 words. It opened witha reference to the final 
terms of the United States, and said that the Spanish com- 
missioners, after having taken cognizance of the terms pro- 
posed by the Americans, replied that their government had 
tried to give as equitable an answer as possible, but that 


| they were not prepared to. commit their government to the 


acceptance of principles embodied in the argument. Spain 
rejects these principles, the note continued, "as she always 
has rejected them.” | bs 

Basing her attitude upon the justice of her cause, the 
note then says, she still adheres to these Princhpiog; which 
she has heretofore invariably formulated: 


However, the note adds, in her desire tor nee she has 
gone so far as to propose certain - compromises, which the 
Americans have always rejected. She has attempted; 


material particulars upon which the two governments dif- 
fered. These proposals for arbitration, it is added, the 
Americans had equally rejected. — 

These allegations in Spain’s reply as to attenipted aellt. 
tration refer to her proposal to arbitrate the construction of 
the third article of the protocol and also to submit the Span- 
ish colonial debt of Cuba and the Philippines to arbitration. 
The last proposition has been made in a written communi- 
cation. Since its presentation and in return for such arbi- 
tration, Spain offered to cede the territory in dispute. The 
Americans refused both propositions for arbitration. Spain's 
reply today, in substance, continued by declaring that the 
United States has offered, as akind of compensation to 
Spain, something very inadequate to the sacrifices the latter 
country makes at this moment, and she feels that the 
United States proposals cannot be considered just and equit- 
able. 

Spain has, however, exhausted all the resources of diplo- 
macy in an attempt to justify her attitude. Seeing that an 
acceptance of the proposal made to Spain is a necessary con- 
dition to a continuance of negotiations, and seeing that the 
resources of Spain are not such as to enable her to re-enter 
upon war, she is prepared, in her desire to avoid bloodshed, 
and from considerations of humanity and. patriotism, to 
submit to the conditions of the conquering nation, however 
harsh they may be. She is, therefore, ready to accept the 
proposals of the American commission as presented at the 
last sitting. 

The reading and the translation of the document occu- 
pied less than five minutes. At the conclusion of the trans- 
lation, the commission ers empowered Senor Ojeda, secretary 
of the Spanish commission, and Secretary Moore of the 
American commission to draw up articles which are to em- 
body the relinquishment ‘of Cuba by Spain and the cession 
of Porto Rico and the Philippines. These articles, which 
may be considered as constituting the conditions of peace, 
will be ready for submission Wednesday. 

The Day’s Session. 

A great deal of interest was taken in today’s meeting. 
The two commissions arrived at the Foreign Office in the 
carriages in the rain almost simultaneously and repairing to 
the conference room, immediately opened the only business 
before them. President Rios of the Spanish commission 
has usually preceded the presentation of a communication. 
in writing by verbally summarizing it, but today Senor 
Rios was silent and unusually grave. His face was more 
deeply lined, and he clearly showed the mental strain under 
which he was laboring as he approached the final relin- 
quishment of Spain’s colonial possessions.

The 
two boats which wsually hang from 
the davits had been splintered by the 
force of the waves, and the sca was 
Gashing over the lighthouse with sah 
force that there was not little hope 
of reaching there. 

Beyond Deer Island lies the big 
Wilson liner Ohio, and the stermer 
C. A. White of Taunton, ashore on 
Spectacle Island. It is a matter of 
Burprise to harbor pilots how the 
Ohio reached her present berth. She 
stands up boldly without the som- 
blance of a list on a hard gravel bot- 
tom, in water which at flood tide this 
morning hardly came to the level of 
the propeller shaft. That she shouid 
be in such shallow water is due to 
the fact that the tide in which she 
went ashore was fourteen feet above 
the usual flood tide. With her pow- 
erful screw churning the mud and 
Several powerful tugs straining at 
hawsers over her stern at fiood tide, 
today, there was no tremor of the 
vessel toward the open water. Ac- 
cording to some of the wrecking mas- 
ters, the only way to save the liner is 
by dredging a channel from the Ohio 
to deep water, but even this must be 
done quickly, as another gale would 
do incalculable damage. 

The White evidentty lies on rocks, 


and while she could be pulled into 
deep water, her cargo would scarcely 
keep her afloat. 

Leaving Spectacle Island astern, a 
Sorry sight is presented by the three- 
masted schooner Calvin F. Baker on 
Shag Rock, midway between Boston 
light and the Brewstere, where the 
deep sea surges rall in and half bury 
the craft, which is fast going to pieces. 
The mainmast has been whipped out 
and hangs dangling over the side, sup- 
ported by the tophamper of the other 
masts. ~ 

From this wreck the twa mates were 
taken off by Capt. James and his crew 
from across the bay at Hull. It was 
daybreak when the Baker was seen, 
and the lifeboat was sent out on its 
mission. The pull was a long one, and 
finally when the wreck was reached 
three bodies were seen lashed aloft. 
Two of them were secured and _ life 
was found in them, but the other had 
been frozen stiff to his lashings. The 
survivors and the body were taken to 
Hull. It was on the little stretch of 
beach at Hull, jast behind the Hotel 
Pemberton, that the tragedies occurred. 
The old salts of Hull say that in fierce- 
ness the storm equalled that of 1852, 
except that the sea did nat go so high, 
the wind was stronger. 

In the fury of the storm yesterday 
two big newly-built barges of the Con- 
solidated Coal Company, Nos. 1 and 4, 
were dashed to bits inan instant. Two 
men, including Capt. Albee, were saved 
and two drowned. On the shores stood

In that instant five men escaped the } 


impending death, for as the barge 
split in twain, the deckhouses slid off 
toward the short into the surf and Gt 
the same time men on shore with lines 
about them rushed into the water and 
pulled out the sailors. A moment la- 
ter barge No. 4 came ashore and was 
ground up by the waves. Soon after 
this other wreckage came ashore and 
this morning, it was seen that both 
the Abel C. Babcock and the Samuel 
W. Tilden had been wrecked. No sign 
of the crew of either vessel was found, 

Another terrible scene was that at 
Thompson's Island, where the city’s 
reform school is situated. Against the 
wharf were driven four down-east ves- 
sels, each of which, at the time the 
storm broke, was anchored miles 
away, and each a long way from the 
others. An idea of the force of the 
wind is shown in this instance,: for 
after drifting across the bay, one after 
another. brought up against the pier, 
one being driven entirely out of the 
water. he craft are the Virginia, of 
which barely a vestige is left; the 
Watchman, the Seraphine and the 
Fred Emerson. The last three are one 
great heap of timber and rigging mixed 
with débris from the Virginia. Two 
lives were lost from the latter craft. 
William B. Stanley, the captain's son, 
was washed ashore and resuscitated. 

Of the other wreckage, the most sin- 
gular is that of the tug Tamaqua on 
Rainsford’s Island. She has gone 
straight on against a promontory of 
rocks, and there seems little chance of 
her getting off. Her consort, a Read- 
ing barge, was easily floated this aft- 
ernoon. 

Other evidences of the storm are to 
be found on every headland, and in 
nearly every cove numberless and 
nameless wrecks, all snow and sleet- 
covered, are piled up there. It will be 
some time before all the vessels which 
fared ill Sunday can be accounted for, 
and some, perhaps, never will be, so 
thoroughly have the wind and the 
Waves done their work.

STEAMER PORTLAND MISSING. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

BOSTON, Nov. 28.—The managers of 
the Boston and Portland Steamship 
Company stated tonight that there 
are grave doubts as to the safety of the 
Steamer Portland, which sailed from 
here Saturday night. Every harbor 
between here and Portland on the north 
shore has been heard from, and one on 
the south shore, and in no case has the 
steamer been seen. The only remain- 
ing harbor which she could have 
reached is Provincetown, on Cape Cad, 
and news from that point is anxiously 
awaited, as it is still impossible to 
reach that port by wire. She carried 
sixty-five passengers and a crew of 
fifteen men. 
Not until daybreak did the awful 
havoc wrought by the storm in Boston 
Harber and vicinity become apparent. 
Not since 1852 has a storm caused such 
destruction of property and loss of 
life so near the city. The tugs that 
started early today to explore the har- 
bor and offer assistance where it was 
needed, found a condition of affairs un- 
precedented in the marine history. of 
Boston. On every shoal and reef in 
the harbor was found some wrecked 
craft, over which a_ wild sea still 
rashed, carrying the vessel higher up 
on the shore or slowly grinding it to 
fragments. Many wrecks were covered 
With ice, and this and the fact that a 
terrific sea was running made it im- 
possible to learn their names. 

The raging waters also prevented 
any attempt to recover bodies known 
to be in some of the wrecks, and it is 
probable that it will be several days

EASTERN LONG ISLAND. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—Points in 
Eastern Long Island, which have been 
cut off from railroad communication 
with this city since Saturday’s storm, 
are still without train service and the 
present prospect is that the tracks will 
not be cleared until tomorrow. The 
towns in Suffolk county, east of Baby- 
lon, have had no train service since 
Friday evening. The Montauk line of 
the Long Island: Railway is open to 
Babylon. From Babylon to Greenport, 
a distance of about fifty miles, no train 
is running and none is promised by 
the railroad before tonight at the ear- 
liest. There are two trains stuck in 
snow drifts. Both were east-bound and 
were caught on Saturday night. One 
is on the Montauk division, between 
Bayshore. and Islip. The other is:on 
the mainland, and when last heard of 
was at Farmingdale. There were but 
few passengers and the railroad offi- 
cials had them cared for in hotels. The 
railroad cuts about the Shinnecock 
hills are reported to have ten feet of 
snow in them. 

The storm was felt far out to sea. 
Many of the regular liners and steam- 
ers Which were due early Sunday 
morning failed to arrive on time, be- 
ing obliged to keep at sea until the 
storm abated. The French liner La 
Touraine first encountered the storm 
on November 25, but came along stead- 
ily until the night of the 26th, when 
the snow and wind bcame so. blinding. 
that at a distance of seventy miles 
from port the vessel was slowed down 
and barely held her way. This was 


‘eontinued until 5:15 p.m., the vessel 


was anchored outside the bar. The 
Furnessa had to face the gale, as did 
also the Thingvalla, the latter reported 


‘the strength of the gale as 12, the 


highest the Beaufort scale gives. Both, 
however, came along Without any dif- 
ficulty, as they were running near the 
end of the storm. ;

Anybody and Everybody Invited to 
Testify at the Inquiry in 
New York Yesterday. 


M’VEY THE ONLY SCAPEGOAT. 


CALIFORNIAN DEMANDS AND 
PROMISED ANOTHER MATCH, 


Muckenfuss and Von der Ahe Con- 
testing—Lexington Meeting Closes 
Abruptly—Races at Ingleside,

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—James J. Cor- 
bett declared today that he believed 
Connie McVey innocent of any inten-— 
tional or prearranged wrongdoing when 
he entered the ring during the ninth 
round of the Sharkey-Corbett contest 
last Tuesday night, and consequently 
forfeited the contest to Sharkey. 
This statement on Corbett’s part was 
made at the close of the inquiry which 
was instituted by the directors of the 
Lenox Athletic Club to fix the respon- 
sibility for McVey’s actions. The in- 
quiry, or investigation, took place in 
the presence of a large number of 
sporting men, the principals, with their 
handlers, and the club officials being 
present. The only absentee was Mc- 
Vey, whose invasion of the ring caused 
all the trouble. It was said that Mc- 
Vey had left the city, but his where- 
abouts could not be ascertained. _ 
State Senator Timothy D. Sullivan, 
representing the Lenox Athletic Club, 
acted as chief inquisitor, and invited 
any and all of those present to ask 
whatever questions they pleased of the 


witnesses. 
W. B. Gray, “Kid McCoy’s” mana- 
ger, was the first witness. He said 


that six or seven days before the fight, 
while in company with McCoy, he met 
two representatives of a local newspa- 
per in the Astor House. He told them 
that a friend of his, whose name he was 
not at liberty to disclose, had informed 
him that the bout was to end in the 
ninth round, and that Sharkey would 
be declared the winner. 

Sehator Sullivan asked Gray to pro- 
duce his informer, and promised to give 
$500 to any charitable institution if 
Gray would bring his man and have 
him repeat that assertion. Gray left 
the building, promising to try to get 
his friend to reiterate the statement. 
“Honest John” Kelly, the referee, 
said: “Up to the ninth round I thought 
it was an even thing, and I firmly. be- 
lieve that there was no faking on the 
part of the principals, who were fight- 
ing to the best of their ability. As 
to McVey’s actions, I believed then, 
and am still of the opinion that McVey 
was ‘had’ by some person or persons. 
For that reason, I declared all bets off 


to protect the public, as it was clear 


to me that McVey’s interfering was a” 
prearranged plan. I cannot say who 
‘had’ McVey. I don’t believe that he 
got into the ring to save Corbett from 
defeat. 

George Considine, Corbett’s manager, 
was emphatic in his denial of any 
knowledge of a put-up job. : 
‘Charley. White, Corbett’s trainer, 
said he knew nothing of any deal or 
job, and that no man in the ‘world 
could get him to.be a party to any 
crooked work. He knew nothing of 
McVey’s intentions until Connie had 
jumped into the ring, and declared dra- 
matically: “I would kill any one, if 
necessary, to prevent such an infringe- 
ment of the rules.” 

Tom O’Rourke, Sharkey’s manager, 
thought Sharkey had undoubtedly the 
best of the fight. In fact, Sharkey was 
the only one in it. : 

am .sorry for,” he said, “is 
that the contest ended as it did, but 
such a thing cannot occur at the club 
again, as a new rule has been made. 
In case any man attempts to enter the 
ring in future he will be pramptly ar- 
rested, and the fight will be continued 
and decided on its merits.”’ 
O’Rourke denied all knowledge of any 
telegrams or documentary evidence 
tending to show collusion, and stated 
the amount of money which Sharkey 
received was $16,845, while Corbett’s 
share was $6845.

Dispatch.]___ Naturally. the Spanish 
Peace Commissioners are considerably 
“broken up” over the inevitable out- 
come of the negotiations. After the 
meeting yesterday in Paris, Montero 
Rios is reported to have said: “We 
have been abandoned by Europe. It is 
disgusting.” 

For the first time since the meeting 
the commission of Spaniards left off 
the gravity of their pathetic demeanor. 
When Gen. Cerrero entered his car- 
riage he put his handkerchief to his 
eyes, being overcome with emotion. 
After the joint meeting Montero Rios 
left the meeting place with bowed head 
and spiritless gait, the picture of de- 
jection. 

Two or three of the American dele- 
gates freely said at the close of the 
meeting that their sympathy for the 


feelings of the Spaniards quenched any 


elation which they otherwise might 
have felt at the end of the long diplo- 
matic struggle. Both the American 
and Spanish commissioners declined to 
discuss publicly the final agreement as 
to the terms of peace, the former be- 
cause of motives of delicacy and the 
latter because, as one of them said: 
“We are too crushed and heartbroken 
to talk of such a painful situation. We 
are only anxious to gef away and for- 
get itall.” —

It is cruel, perhaps, to suggest at 
this moment that Spain might have 
gained more advantageous terms ff she 
had been wise enough to adopt a less 
recalcitrant attitude at the outset, but 
such is a fact.

SENATOR GEAR’S VIEWS. 


Says Keeping the Island in Dispute 
is the Will of Providence. 
[ASSOCIATED. PRESS. NIGHT REPORT.] 
BURLINGTON (Iowa,) Nov. 28.—Sen- 


‘ator John H. Gear before his departure 


for Washington said, in an interview, 
that the greater part of the short ses- 
sion would be taken up with appro- 
priation bills. The navy will receive 
a generous share of the allowances. As 
to the results of the war, Senator Gear 
is in favor of keeping the islands in 
dispute, in the firm belief that it is the 
will of Providence that we should bring 
order, progress and enlightenment to 
regions too long dominated and, kept 
in darkness and poverty by Spanish 
taskmasters. 

We ought not.only to keep the is}- 
ands, he says, but after instituting re- 
forms in administration, sanitation, so- 
cial order, etc., establish over them 
a territorial form of government; 
that is to say, allow them local self- 
government, a territorial Legislature 
for local laws, representatinon in Con- 
gress and @ Governor appointed by the 
President. This system would apply to 
Hawaii, the Philippines, Porto Rico and 
such other islands as we might by 
treaty of peace acquire from Spain. 
Over these a preliminary military con- 
trol should be established, the same to 
be withdrawn as soon as military and 
naval conditions will permit. 

As to Cuba, the same temporary mili- 
tary control should be maintained in 
the interest of internal peace and re- 
storation of agricultural pursuits until 
the people demonstrate their fitness 
for self-government. The Nicaragua 
Canal becomes imperative now and 
Congress will probably pass a bill this 
winter for the construction of the canal 
and its maintenance under govern-

CONFUSION AT HAVANA, 


The Shifty Blanco is Temporizing 
on All Sides. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—A dispatch ta 
the Tribune from Havana says Gen. 
Blanco’s retirement and the resigna- 
tion of the Autonomist Cabinet increase 
the confusion here which preceded 
American control. Regret is felt here 
that the United States does not take 
immediate jurisdiction. Blanco is 
carrying out his original purpose not to 
participate in any formal surrender of 
authority to the American flag. Be- 
side his personal feeling in this man- 
ner he avoids growing difficulties with 
the troops. The sum of $1,000,000 is 
promised toward their payment, but 
advances on this amount have not been 
received. 

The Madrid government, however, is 
showing how energetic it can be in em- 
barking troops. Transports now in the 
harbor and to arrive within a few days 
will take away 15,000 soldiers by De- 
cember 10. Gen. Castellanos, -whe is 
the successor of Blanco for the short 
period that remains of Spanish sover- 
eignty, has been in command of the 
troops in Purto Principe province. He 
has the confidence of the army, but the 
duties he will have to perform are per- 
functory. The statement is made that 
Gen. Arolas, the military Governor, will 
continue in his place until the United 
States assumes authority. He will 
continue his vigorous measures to re- 
press disorder here. 

The resignation of the Autonomist 
Cabinet is not important, but it in- 
creases the embarassment of continu- 
ing to exercise Spanish authority when 
everything is ready for American con- 
trol. All the functions it has had to 
exercise have been centered in two de- 
partments—treasury and justice, re- 
spectively. Several weeks ago orders 
were given to transact no new business. 
Since then the clerks and subordinates 
have been engaged in completing the 


}- records and-elosing-up work._To form. 


a new Autonomist Cabinet now forthe 
last days of Spanish rule ,would be 
ridiculous. The Governor-General exer- 
cises all the necessary functions. It is 
recognized that the American mili- 
tary authorities must construct a new 
government and a Cabinet selected for 
them by the Spanish Governar-General, 
who will command their confidence. 
The civil Governor of the province of 
Pinar del Rio, who has resigned, will 
remain in office for another week. By 
that time the province will be under the 
control of an American military com- 
mander. Fernandez de Castro, who has 
akso resigned as civil Governor of Ha- 
vana province, will not retire from of- 
fice immediately. He has been trying 
to improve the condition of Havana, 
but has been without means, and the 
results have been unsatisfactory. 
Many insurgents have asked for and 
received discharges without awaiting 
the return of the Garcia commission 
from Washington. The insurgent com- 
manders have completed a skeleton or- 
ganization of rural police from the 
ranks of the insurgents. While this 
scheme is in line with the policy of the 
United States, formal approval has not 
yet been given it. Disquieting reports 
are received from some parts of Santa 
Clara that the insurgents who have 
been a part of Gomez’s forces are not 
willing to give up their arms when 
they disband. They are reported to be 
hiding both arms and ammunition.

M. Bos concluded by insisting that 
the government ought to postpone the 
trial of Picquart by court-martial un- 
til the decision of the Court of Cassa- 
tion in the revision of the Dreyfus trial

M. Milleraud, Radical Socialist, spoke 
in a similar strain. He said it was ab- 
solutely necessary to postpone the 
Picquart court-martial in order to 
avoid the scandalous contradictions 
which otherwise were likely to arise 
between the verdicts of the court-mar- 
tial and of the Court of Cassation. 

The president of the chamber at this 
stage of the proceedings was frequently 
obliged to intervene in order to quiet 
the uproar on all sides. 

M. Poincare, Republican, made an 
impassioned speech, in the course of 
which he said it was not necessary to 
confound the army with.a.few impru-. 
dent men. While the. members of the 
court-martial were above suspicion, the 
prosecution of Picquart savored of re- 
prisal. [Cheers.] 

Col. Picquart’s secret imprisonment, 
M. Poincare further asserted, was be- 
yond all precedent, and there were 
guilty persons, he clainied, who were 
‘enjoying scandalous immunity. [Ap- 
plause.] 

“There are other forgers besides Pic- 
quart, who ought to be prosecuted,” 
exclaimed the Deputy. ‘‘These injus- 
5 will end by exasperating the na- 
tion.”’ 

M. Poincare, who was Minister of 
Public Instruction in 1893-95, created a 
sensation by adding: were at- 
tacked for the Dreyfus prosecution in 
1894, but I learned of the Dreyfus affair 
through the newspapers.” 

Tremendous applause and uproar fol- 
lowed this assertion. 

M. Barthou, who was Minister of 
Public Works in 1894, here interjected: 
“IT am ready to indorse the words of M. 
Poincare, which are true.” . 

This called.forth more applause, and 
exclamations of “It is absurd!’’ “It is 
inconceivable!” 

Thereupon, M- Poincare added: 
“The only proof of Dreyfus’s guilt in 
1894 consisted of the bordereau. No 
Cabinet Minister or even the presi- 
dent of the Council of Ministers heard 
any mention of the confessions Drey- 
fus is alleged to have made to Capt. 
Le Brun-Renault. (Applause.) ) 

M. Cavaignac, the former Minister 
of War, said: ‘Gen. Mercier secured 
those confessions.” : 

Gen. Mercier was Minister of War 
at the time of the Dreyfus trial. 

M. Poincare continued: “Capt. Le 
Brun-Renault, when he was examined 
by the president of the council, did 
not mention the Dreyfus confession.” 

This statement caused applause to 
break forth from all parts of the 
house, during which M. Cavaignac 
tried to speak, but was howled down, 
although one deputy shouted: “Let 
us hear the hero of the forgery.” 

M. Poincare concluded by saying: 
“Silence has weighed heavily upon 
me, and I am now happy to have had 
the opportunity to tell what I know 
of the case.” (Renewed applause.) 

M. Cavaignac reasserted that Capt. 
Le Brun-Renault’s evidence was given 
to Gen. Mercier. “His report exists,” 
he exclaimed, amid uproar and cries 
of “Date! Date!” 

“But perhaps Capt. Le Brun-Renault 
has since retracted his admissions.” 

Shouts of surprise followed this sug- 
gestion. M. de Freycinet said: ‘The 
government, on assuming office, found 
the proceedings pending. We have 
only one anxiety, and that is to as- 
certain the truth. We do not object 
to furnishing the Court. of Cassation 
with all evidence available, excepting 
the evidence involving the national de- 
fense. Both the civil and the military 
courts are fully equipped to deal: with 
the respective cases, and, as all desire 
to arrive at the truth, it will be 
reached. The government asks the 
chamber to respect the independence 
of the law.” 

After an appeal from Milleraud for a 
postponement of the Picquart court- 
martial, M. Dupuy, the Premier, de- 
clared that the Dreyfus affair ‘‘must 
remain purely judicial, as the only 
means of reaching the truth, which 
may now be attained.”

— Secretary of 
the Interior Bliss, in presenting his an- 
report of the department, says 
in part: ‘I desire to commend to your espe- 
cial attention the accompanying reports in 
extensive detail ef the Commissioners of In- 
dian Affairs ana of the General Land Office, 
The Indian Office conducts the philanthropic 
work of the government in promoting the ciy- 
jlization, education, and general well being 
of the Indians. It disburses many millions 
of dollars and supervises the conduct of the 
large Indiar ‘resérvations and the schools. 
Without detracting in any wise from the 
faithful work of former commissioners, I wish 
to make acknowledgment of .the very able and 
conscientious conduct of this bureau by Com- 
missioner W. A. Jones. 1 also wish to cor- 
dially commend the conduct of the General 
Land Office by Commissioner Binger Her- 
mann.

There was an increase 
of $12,674.84 in the expenses of the. district 
dand offices as compared with the preceding 
year, this increase being principally due to 
the establishment of two new land offices in 
Alaska during the past year. 

During the year there has been an increase 
in mineral entries of 38; also an increase of 
174 patents issued, and 466 claims patented. 

At the present time there are 679,368,274 
acres of unappropriated and unreserved pub- 
jic lands in the United States, exclusive of 
Alaska. Of this area 546,549,655 acres, or more 
than 94 per cent., are in the thirteen so-called 
desert-land States an@ Territories. Of the 
vacant lands in these States and Territories 
it is estimated that 332,176,000 acres are of a 
character that may be denominted ‘‘desert” 
under the law providing for the disposal of 
desert lands—that is, lands that do not pro- 
duce native grasses in sufficient quantity to 
make an ordinary crop of hay in usual sea- 
sons, and lands which, without irrigation, do 
not contain sufficient moisture to produce a 
natural growth of trees or make an agricul- 
tural crop of any kind in amount to make 
hs cultivation thereof reasonably remunera- 


ve. 

Undoubtedly a very large percentage of 
these lands do, at some season of the year, 
produce grasses and herbs of some value for 
grazing, but, with inconsiderable exceptions, 
are valueless for other purposes without ir- 
rigation. 

Of the three hundred and odd million acres 
of désert Jands requiring irrigation to render 
them valuable farming lands, the available 
water supply is sufficient for but 71,500,000 
acres, thus leaving an estimated area of 260,- 
676,000 acres suitable only for grazing pur- 
poses, 

It will be noticed that the director of the 
Geological Survey reports that there are 71,- 
600,000 acres of irrigable land for which water 
is available; attention is especially called to 
the report of the Commissioner of the General 
yand Office, in which this subject is thor- 
oughly treated. 

On March 1, 1898, the lands embraced in the 
€leven forest reservations which were sus- 

ded by the act of June 4, 1897 (30 Stat., 34- 

,) again became subject to the operation of 
the proclamations of February 22, 1897. creat- 
ing them, which added an estimated amount 
of 19,951,360 acres to the area embraced in the 
reserves previously created. In addition to 
this, two new reserves were created during 
the year—the Pine Mountain and Zaca Lake 
Reserve in California, embracing an area of 
1644,594 acres, and, the Prescott Reserve in 
Arizona, embracing’ 10,240 acres; and the 
boundaries of the Pecos River Reserve in 
New Mexico have been changed and enlarged 
to include 120,000 additional acres.

WHAT SPECK WANTED.

Baron Speck’s call gave rise tv sen- 
sational reports to the effect that he 
had presented a protest from Ger- 
many against interference with the 
Sulu Islands. ‘'n view of these re- 
ports, it was stated tcnight, in an 
authoritative quarter, that the Sulu 
Islands were not mentioned during 
the talk, which was of a most friendly 
character. Although the cable re- 
ports have shown that the Getimnan 
press is considerably wreughi up over 
the policy of the United States in the 
Far East, and is urging the goverh- 
ment to make a protest, nothing has 
developed in official quarters to the 
present time to show that there is 
any purpose on the part of Germany 
to heed such belligerent suggestions.

YET REPAIRS WERE NOT MADE. 


LOUIS BRIZZOLARA DIES OF HIS 
TERRIBLE INJURIES. 


Caunty Horticultural Commissioners 
Hold a Meeting—Sentence of a 
Robber—Darby Trial Re- 
opens—Coast News. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

STOCKTON, Nov. 28.—Another death 
tonight makes the list of killed by the 
blowing out of the steam drum of 
the steamer T. C. Walker, Sunday 
morning, reach seven. Of the wounded 
now at the County Hospital, it is said 
that two will. probably die, . Jimmy 
Corcoran and O. Foppianno. 

The last one to succumb to his ter- 
rible injuries was Louis Brizzolara of 
San Francisco, who did not recover 
from the shock, and died tonight at 7:30 
o’clock on the steamer Dauntless, now 
on the way to San Francisco. The suf- 
ferer was carried aboard the Dauntless 
at the scene of the accident Sunday 
morning when the opposition steamer 
came along, and it was feared then 
that he was seriously hurt. Arriving 
here the attending physicians would 
not consent to removing him from the 
stateroom on the steamer, for fear he 
would pass away, as he had not re- 
covered consciousness. Today, when it 
was proposed to remove him, the doc- 
tors said no, but they would accom- 
pany him on the downwerd trip of the 
steamer. 

' Drs. Fitzgerald and Olieviera —re- 
mained with the man constantly and 
endeavored to revive. him, but he 
passed away two hours after the 
steamer left her wharf in this city. 
The deceased was a coal merchant at

At the inquest held today, Engineer 
Murray was the most important wit- 
ness. He took the engines from En- 
gineer Henry, who, with his wife, was 
killed, at midnight Saturday, and had

the explosion. Murray “said tha 
when is relieved Henry the latter 
said they had been having a spin with 
the Dauntless, the opposition boat. 
urray said further that they had 
discovered a leak in the steam drum 
that exploded, a week ago, and were 


waiting for Sunday to make repairs.: 


Jerry Dailey, who was one wof the 
first. employés to die, leaves a wife 
and eight children in Oakland, and 
his remains will be shipped there in 
the morning. W. A. Blunt, the pas- 
senger who was killed at the time of 
the accident, leaves a wife and four 
children on the Moss tract near this 
city. 

The case of Mrs. Carl Simon, wife 
of a well-known business man of this 
city, is an unfortunate one. She and 
her little daughter had a front room 
in the Walker, and the force of the 
explosion threw the key out of the 
door. Mrs. Simon was in darkness 
when the electric lights went out and, 
imprisoned in the room with steam all 
around her, and the shrieks of dying 
and wounded, she was so terrified 
‘that when .rescued she was uncon- 
scious, and she remained so until this 
afternoon. In her spells of delirium 
she has constantly called for heip for 
herself and child, and cried cver the 
dreadful scenes she witnessed. Care- 
ful nursing and constant care will 
bring her out, the physicians say, but 
the shock is a very serious cne for 
the lady, and has caused her rela- 
tives great alarm. | 

TRAGIC INCIDENTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

STOCKTON, Nov. 28.—Robert Fife, 
deputy County Clerk of San Joaquin 
-county, who was a passenger On the 
ili-fated steamer T. S. Walker, gives a 
very graphic account of some of the 
tragedic incidents that preceded the 
death of Capt. Tulan. Fife was in his 
berth when the explosion occurred. 

“When the explosion came,” said 
Fife, ‘the noise and shock of the con- 
cussion was something terrific. It 
dazed: me so I did rot realize what 
had happened for many minutes. I 
dressed as hurriedly as my excited con- 
dition of mind would allow, and went 
on deck. I went forward and leaned 
over the railing above the lower deck, 
and saw some men carrying the muti- 


lated form of Capt. Tulan. Standing 
alongside of me, watching the painful 
sight, was a_ lady who afterward 


proved to be Mrs. Peter Tulan, sister- 
in-law of the man they were carrying 
away. ‘Oh, poor fellow! the poor fel- 
low.’ she said in sympathy. 

“We then went below, and followed 
the men to the room where the body 


__of the captain had been removed. On| 
the way we saw the mangled form of 


the wounded writhing in pain. I shut 
my eyes because I did not have the 
nerve to witness their suffering. Sev- 
eral men were around the bed of Capt. 
Tulan, bathing his wounds with oil 
and administering to him in every way 
they possibly could to alleviate his an- 
guish. As soon as the lady saw_ his 
face she cried out: ‘Oh, my God! it’s 
my brother-in-law!’ 

‘“*No, I am done for,’ answered Tu- 
lan with an effort, which evidently 
caused him the most acute pain. The 
captain bore his suffering bravely. The 
only complaint that he uttered was 
when some one closed the door: ‘For 
God’s sake don’t shut that door. I am 
suffocating as itis,’ he cried. Even 
the slight draft that came in through 
the doorway was a relief and lessened 
some of his pain. The poor fellow was 


conscious of everything that occurred. 


up to the time that he breathed his 
last, which happened about four hours 
after the explosion, and just as we 
were approaching the landing at 
Stockton. 

“His wounds presented a most hor- 
rible sight, as there was not a spot on 
his body that had not been seared by 
the scalding steam. The burns inter- 
nally were doubtless more severe than 
those that showed on the surface.” 

BULGER AND BOLLES. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 28.—Interest 
in the disaster to the Stockton steamer 
T. C. Walker is centered in the testi- 
mony that will be given relative to the 
cause of the explosion. Engineers are 
mot able to explain the accident, but

Three Mexicans Arrested, 
Conviction Had.

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Nov. 28.—The re- 
cent murder of William Segna at Wea- 
ver, a@ Mexican adobe town, south of 
this city, is one of a score that has 
taken place in late years without a 
Single conviction. Segna was horribly 
butchered, and three Mexican bandits 
have been arrested accused of the 
Public feeling is rampant at 
the scene of the recent murder, and open 
threats are made by the white popu- 
lation for the organization of a vigi- 
lance committee to drive the entire 
population out or else resort to indis- 
criminate hanging. 

Weaver is the scene of the richest 
gold placer district in Arizona, and is 
exclusively Mexican in population. On 
each side of the town Americans hold 
quart-mining locations, and fear that 
unless depredations are crushed at 
once, &@ race war will follow, with fatal 
results to both sides. 

The officers have a difficult duty to 
arrest the Mexican bandits, owing to 
the methods pursued to shield them. In 
the past ten years, over thirty white 
men have been murdered in cold blood 
by Mexicans, and in one case two wo- 
men and three children were burned to 
death to conceal a robbery and murder. 
The section is very rich in mineral, 
but capital is shy of the place, owing 
to no security to their interests on ac- 
count of lawlessness. Unless imme- 
diate action is taken, a general upris- 
ing of Americans will result.

QUAY’S CASE. 


Arguments Made on Demurrers—De- 
fendants Absent. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov, 28.—The case of 
Senator Quay and others, charged with con. 
spiracy in the misuse of State funds on de- 
posit in the People’s Bank, came up today 
in the Count of Quarter Sessions, Judge 
Findletter presiding. The defendants were 
not brought into cour’, their interests being 
looked after by Attorney Rufus E, Shapeley 


opening of court, Attorney Shapeley filed 
demurrers—to four of the five indictments 
found against the.deendants by the grand 
jury, and also filed a motion to quash the 
fifth indictment. 

Argument on these demurrers was proceeded 
with by Mr. Shapeley. In a general way the 
objecticns to the indictments were based on 
contentions of insufficient specifications, com- 
plete failure to charge unlawful act, and an 
absence of allegation that the defendants 
obtained any money either from the bank or 
from any other source. If the defendants did, 
as the indictments charge, purchase stocks 
and bonds through Cashier Hopkins as agent, 
Mr. Shapeley claimed that no unlawful act 
had been committeed. He claimed that banks 
every day act as purchasers for their deposi- 
tors or customers. 

Regarding the allegations respecting the 
use of State moneys, he argued that all 
money deposited in a bank go into the gen- 
eral fund of the bank, and therefore the in- 
dictments are defective in charging misuse 
of State funds obtained from the People’s 
Bank, whereas if any money was obtained 
from the bank it was funds of the People’s 
Rank. and not State funds.

IMPERIAL DEFENSE BOARD. 


Framing Its Report for the British 
Government, 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 28.—A dispatch to 
the Press from Ottawa, Ont., says in 
framing their report for the British 
government, the imperial defense board 
have been guided largely by the ex- 
isting treaties between Great Britain 
and the United States. Unforeseen 
conditions have grown up since the 
treaties were ratified, The military and 
naval situation is in many respects 
changed. New war factors have arisen; 
some have disappeared. Facts are 
brought out that will appear incredible 
in Great Britain relating to the growth 
of the American power on the lakes. 

The treaties relate to Newfoundland, 
Labrador, the Gulf of St. Lawrence, the 
coasts of the maritime province, the 
fishing groundz of British North 
America and the Great Lakes. Their 
consideration raises the questions af- 
fecting the security of communications 
from salt water to the unsalted seas of 
the interior, and the navigation of the 
great lakes, canals and rived system 
forming the boundary for more than 
one thousand miles. The movement in 
the United States for the modification 
or abrogation of the treaty relating to 
warships on the Great Lakes brings 
that treaty more particularly to the 
front. From various sources in the 
United States and Canada official and 
unofficial. a striking array of facts and 
firures has been drawn, which fully 
bears out the United States’ contention 
that in case of war the value of the 
lake property—hostage  millions—at 
stake on the United States side, would 
be immeasurably greater than that on 
the Canadian, and the position of af- 
fairs is consequently one in which the 
United States is fully justified in con- 
sidering adequate measures of protec- 
tion. even if such measures should be 
contrary to the clauses of the treaty. 

In the event of the United States and 
Great Britain ever being at war, even 
should the former be successful in o”- 
taining control of the St. Lawrence, no 
American warship more than 190 fee: 
in length could be sent up from the 
sea through the locks to the interior. 
It is not much of a warship that mea- 
sures less than 200 feet in length. Great 
Britain holds the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence and the greater part of the 
seventy miles or so of canals is on the 
Canadian side. While the entire lake 
marine of Canada, it appears, com- 
prises less than nine hundred steam 
vessels mostly small, with an aggregate 
tonnage under 100,000, orie company 
alone out of the United States owns a 
fleet of close on to 100,000 tons. The 
lake marine of the United States com- 
prises in round numbers some _ 3500 
ships. with a tonnage of upward of a 
million and one-half, and of this enor- 
mous fleet, fully one-half the tonnage 
is that of steamers. A striking fact is 


that some 500 of these steamers are of. 


a tonnage of 1000 to 5000 each. Sev- 
lake steamship companies at 
United States ports are found to own 
magnificent fleets numbering from six 
to twenty, powerful vessels, and some 
of these fleets comprise scarcely any 
steamers of less than 4000 tons. 

The United States, too, is shown to 
have all to lose, and Canada all to 
gain in the way of steel plants for ship- 
building and dry docks. The object of 
contending powers would be to sectre 
possession of points of vital impor- 
tance in a naval struggle. It seems 
Canada has scarcely a dock or steel 
plant of the larger class to lése, where 
modern steamers equal to those the 
United States own are constantly put- 

ut into condition for fighting, or where 
aman could be repaired. The United 
States side, on the other hand, has 
modern shipbuilding yards in most of 
the chief ports on the upper lakes, com- 
plete modern steel plants and more 
than thirty dry docks, of which eight 
are of the largest class, capable of 
taking the heaviest steamers afloat on 
he lakes. 
7 It is not surprising under these cir- 
cumstances to learn that the treaty 
concerning warships on the lakes is 
one of the principal objects of con- 
sideration by the imperial defense 
board in preparing the material for 
their report to the British government. 


KANSAS CITY FIRE. 


Big Furniture Establishment Gutted 
With Flames and Water. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Nov. 28.—Fire 
in the big furniture establishment of 
Robert Keith & Co., at Eleventh and 
Grand avenue today, caused a loss of 
stock estimated at $200,000 to $210,000; 
insurance, $185,000. The building, 
owned by Dr. John W. Bryant of In- 
dependence, was damaged $40,000, am- 
ply insured. The Keith house was one 
of the biggest of its kind in the West, 
and carried a stock valued at a quarter 
of a million dollars. The building is 
seven stories high, fronting 300 feet on 
Grand avenue, and taking a half-block 
on Eleventh street. 

The fire started at 4:20 o’clock this 
morning on the top floor, which was 
stored with matresses and other in- 
flammable material. It burned fiercely 
and was not gotten under control un- 
til 7 o’clock. The fourth, fifth and 
sixth floors were gutted,,and the re- 
maining floors were soaked with water. 
The most valuable portion of the stock 
is in the water-soaked floors, and it is 
impossible to make an accurate esti- 
mate of the loss thereon. |The mam- 
moth retail dry-goods store of Emory, 
Bird, Thayer & Co., on the northwest, 
was threatened for a time, and but 
for the stillness of the atmosphere the 
fire would have communicated to that 
building.

President White Asks That Church 
Colleges Be Exempted From 
Taxation. 


'IS YOUR TUITION FREE?” 


SIMPSON SAYS STANFORD MUST PAY 
WHILE STRINGS REMAIN. 


Immediate Opening of the Huadd- 
closed State Printing Office is 
Recommended—Code § Revis- 

fion—Paris Display. 


The legislators of the seven counties 
nearest to Mexico will gp to Sacra- 
mento ready to work shoulder to 
shoulder for the interests of Southern 
California, in the session of the Legis- 
lature which begins with the new year. 
The men who came cut on top in the 
slight unpleasantness November § met 
yesterday afternoon in the directors’ 
room of the Chamber of Commerce to 
become acquainted with each other 
and to discuss matters which will re- 
quire their attention at the State Capi- 
tol, 

Of the nineteen men entitled to a 
voice in the gathering, the only two ab- 
sentees were the Santa Barbara legis- 
lators—Senator J. J. Boyce and Assem- 
blyman Charles Merritt. Those pres- 
ent were as follows: 

Senators—C. M. Simpson, Thirty- 
sixth, Pasadena; Robert N. Bulla, 
Thirty-seventh, Los Angeles; A. 
Currier, Thirty-eighth, Spadra; T. J. 
Jones, Thirty-ninth, Anaheim; A. E. 
Nutt, Fortieth, San Diego. 

Assemblymen — C. D. Greenwell, 
Sixty-ninth, Hueneme; W. 8S. Melick, 
Seventieth, Pagadena; O. S. Huber, 
Seventy-first, Azusa; J. 8S. Mihler, 
Seventy-second, Clearwater; William 
Meade, Seventy-third; L. H. Valentine, 
Seventy-fourth; N. P. Conrey, Seventy- 
fifth, all of Los Angeles; H. W. Cheno- 
weth, Seventy-sixth, Anaheim; A. S¥ 
Milice, Seventy-seventh, Riverside; F. 
P. Meserve, Seventy-eighth, Redlands; 
L. R. Works, Seventy-ninth, San

F. P. Meserve and “Billy” Mead, the

President Charles Forman of the 
Chamber of Commerce called the law- 
makers to order and after explaining 
that it was a well-established custom 
for the organization to 
Southern California legislators to hold 
a conference in its rooms betore every 
legislative session, yielded the chair to 


Judge J. W. McKinley, chairman of the 
‘Cammittee 6n and Legistation-of 


the chamber. 
DOWN WITH TAXES. 
Stanford's anti-taxation crusade was 
the question that precipitated the first 


-diseussion...President George White of 


the University of Southern California, 
appeared to say “Me too!” He told of 
the movement set on foot by Stanford 
professors and alumni ta pass a tax 
exemption bill, e:tpressed his friendship 
for the institution and his approval of 
the principle that it should be freed 
from the burden of taxes, but urged 
that it would be grossly unfair to ex- 
empt Stanford and to continue to tax 
similar private educationa) institutions. 
He admitted that there were certain 
provisions in the charter in regard to 
the appointment of trustees for the in- 
stitution after Mrs. Stanford’s death 
which gave the institution a quasi-pub- 
lic character. 

“But.” continued President White, 
“there are five institutions of college 
grade in Southern California, possibly 
six. which deserve equal favor with 
Stanford. 

Mr. Conrey interrupted politely with 
a pertinent question. 

“Is tuition free in those 
tions?” he inquired. 

“Not exactly,” rather unwillingly an- 
swered the president. 

“As I understand the measure pro- 
posed.” said Mr. Conrey, “tax exemp- 
tion ‘ould apply only to _ colleges 
where instruction is entirely free.” 

“Tyition is not free at Stanford,” 
answered the president. “The student 
pavs $15 a semester or $30 a year. It 
is called an ‘incidental fee,’ but it is 
really tuition. That is about one-half 
the sum asked for tuition here.” 

“At the University of California,” 
answered Mr. Conrey, “tuition is 
wholly free. Would it be satisfactory 
to vou if those colleges were exempted 
from taxation which charges nothing 
for tuition?” 

“It would be impossible to abolish. 
tuition charges except schools 
which are heavily endowed,” answered 
Dr. White. “But in our Southern Cal- 
ifornia colleges what the student pays 
does not represent one-half of the ex- 
pense of his education. At the Uni- 
versity of Southern California the stu- 
dent pays only one-third of the actual 
expenses per student. But the saving 
in taxes would not equal the tuition 
which we receive. Our schools are 
free to a certain extent. We only 
want to be able to maintain respectable 
college and ask a small amount of. 
tuition to swell our income.”

Undaunted by the rather chilly re-

Graduates of the State University are 
granted high-school certificates if they 
complete a certain prescribed course in 
pedagogy in addition to their special 
study in. other lines. Students who do 
not take this course, upon recommen- 
dation of the faculty, receive grammar 
and primary grade certificates. Nor- 
mal schoo! graduates receive gram- 
mar grade certificates. Graduates of 
the church and private schools receive 
no recognition. They must pass the 
examinations like everyone else. The 
State Board of Education has decreed 
that the graduates of colleges of equal 
rank with the University of Califor- 
nia mav receive certificates without ex- 
amination. Those which toe the mark 
are specified and there are only about 
a dozen in the list, Stanford being 
among them. 

President White raised the point that 
the test should be by merit and not 
by rank. He freely admitted that in 
rank his school was inferior to the 
standard. but claimed that in merit it 
was in certain lines quite up to the 
standard. Rev. Dr. Green spoke to 
like effect. but the legislators did not 
appear to be profoundly impressed by 
the arguments. Assemblyman Melick 
suggested that the only thing to do 
was to ge t the suggestions into shape 
as a bill and see what could then be 

one.

This expression of opinion seemed to 
represent the general sentiment of the 
legislators present. 

CODE REVISION. 

Senator Robert N. Bulla gave a lucid 
exposition of some of the vital points 
of the work of the Code Commission 
during the past eighteen months, in re- 
vising the code. He said that the com- 
mission when first created seemed to 
accomplish little and to be a practi- 
cally useless expense. In 1897 he voted 
for the bill to repeal it. However, the 


Legislature voted to continue the body, 
and he was made a member. The com- 
mission will present a large number 


of suggestions at the opening of the 
Legislative session. 

One is the reorganization of the State 
Board of Examiners. The board at 
present consists of the Governor, Attor- 
ney-General, Treasurer, Secretary of 
State and secretary of the Board of 
Examiners. As a rule only the last 
These 
two men pass upon claims aggregating 
$5,000,000 a year. The commission will 
recommend the election of a State offi- 
cial to be known as President of the 
State Board of Examiners, and to re- 
ceive a salary of $3000 a year. He 
must be an expert accountant, and the 
services of the accountant now pro- 
vided for at $2000 a year would be dis- 
pensed with. The Secretary of State, 
the secretary of the board, and the 
treasurer will be his colleagues. It is 
thought best that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral should not be a member of the 
board, being its legal adviser. 

It will be recommended that the duty 
of caring for the Capitol grounds 
should - be wholly entrusted to the 
Capitol Commissioners. 

It wilk be recommended that after 
bids for franchises have been opened by 
municipal authorities, that the bids 
may be raised. 

Uniformity will be recommended in 
the organization of the reform schools. 
They are at present wholly dissimilar. 
Uniformity will be recommended in 
keeping the accounts of all the State 
institutions. Hitherto the San Fran- 
cisco Harbor Commissioners have béen 
lords of their own actions. They have 
expended and received great sums and 
furnished no detailed accounting to 
the State as this proceeded. It is rec- 
ommended that hereafter every official 
in-the employ of the State who han- 
dles money, no matter how little, shall 
pay it into the State Treasury and 


draw it out only by a warrant approved 


by the Controller. 

A joint board of control is recom- 
mended for the reform schools, such 
as now exists for the normal schools. 

Senator Bulla’s own particular work 
has been in systematizing the stat- 
utes affecting municipalities. He found 
135 statutes dealing with this subject 
Which have never been incorporated 
with the code. There were duplica- 
tions, repealed laws, and all sorts of 
bungling. A new civil and a new po- 
litical code have been formulated, and 
will be presented for ratification. 

' The woes of the State Printer’s office 
were ventilated oncé more, and the 
story gone over of how. Gov. Budd said 
that the printing office was being ex- 
travagantly run, vetoed the appropria- 
tion, and tied up the office for two 
years. 

“We have been hampered,” said Sen- 
ator Bulla, ‘‘by the closing of the State 
printing office. The type and presses 
are covered with dust. It will take 
twenty men from fifteen to twenty days 
to get the office in condition. The 
printer would put men to work if he 
felt sure he would be recouped for the 
money expended. Unless the proposed 
revised codes are ready, the Legislature 
will be unable to do anything for three 
weeks, except elect a Senator.” 

The discussion which followed 
sulted in the passage of a resolution 
recommending the immediate opening 
of the office, as follows: 

“Resolved, that the legislators of 
Southern California herewith recom- 
mend that the State Printer at once 
arrange for the immediate open- 


in and 


operation of the State 
printing office, that the re- 
ports of the Code Commission and 


other necessary r2ports may be printed 

at the earliest day possible, and we 

will favor an appropriation to this 

end.” Copies were ordered sent to 

the Republican State Central Commit- 

tee and to State Printer Johnston. 
PARIS EXPOSITION. 

The project of making a liberal ap- 
propriation for a California exhibit at 
Paris seemed to meet with general ap- 
proval. Secretary Frank Wiggins of 
the Chamber of Commerce made a vig- 
—— argument in favor of such a dis- 
play. 
~“We are waiting now,” he said, “to 
hear from Commissioner Peck, who is 
in charge of the American display at 
Paris, whether California will be al- 
lowed to make a separate exhibit or 
whether its display must be lumped’ 
with the United States display. We 
ought to have an appropriation of $169,- 
000, if we are to make a creditable sep- 
arate exhibit. It is of great importance 
that we make a display at Paris. 
will increase our trade and stimulate 
immigration. There will be a large 


representation of Americans among the. 


visitors to Paris, and they will be more 
powerfully influenced by a California 
display seen in Europe than by one 
seen at home.” 

Gen. Charles Forman, president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, spoke in 
regard to some of the matters affecting 
Southern California interests which will 
come up at the next session. He talked 
of the Paris Exposition. He made a 
strong plea for legislation, favoring 
good roads. He recommended changes 
in the laws governing the granting of 
franchises. The desirability of changes 
in the County Government Act, was 
touched upon. He declared that the 
salaries of county officials ought to be 
lowered. The Los Angeles County Clerk 
recefves $3600 a year, and the Secretary 
of State $3000. The District Attorney is 
paid $4000 a.year and the Attorney- 
General $3000. The Los Angeles County 
Tax Collector’s salary of $3600 a year is 
swelled several thousand dollars above 
that amount yearly by commissions on 
the poll tax; the State Treasurer re- 
ceives 33000. | 

Assemblyman Melick recommended 
that the Los Angeles county legislators 
should meet to discuss proposed reduc- 
tions in county salaries, and 10 a.m.., 
on Saturday; December 10, was agreed 
upon as the day. Representatives will 
be invited to be present from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Supervisors, the 
grand jury, etc. The Supervisors want 
to confer with the legistators upon the 
County Government Act; this confer- 
ence will probably be held at another 
time. 

Gen. Forman also reoommended the 
passage of a bill prescribing a penalty 
ef $10, to be paid by all lawyers who 
file demurrers, which are overruled or 


frivolous amended complaints, a regu-

lation which would !mmensely hasten 
the progress of litigation in the courta. 

Mr. Chenoweth of Anaheim promised 
hearty coéperation with hig southern 
‘colleagues and others of the legislators 
expressed similar sentiments. 

Howard Wright of Berkeley, the 
probable next speaker of the Assem- 
bly, and Senator Tom Flint, president 
pro tem. of the Senate at its last sedg- 
sion, came in shortly after the meet- 
ing began, having just arrived from 
the North. They were warmly greeted. 
Mr. Wright was invited to address the 
meeting. He spoke a few cordial 
words and showed his appreciation of 
the value of brevity as a reinforce- 
ment of good sense. 

“T have listened to your discussions 
with considerable interest,” said Age 
semblyman Wright. Iam anxious to 
see the sessiom commenced properly. 
We are going to have one of-the most 
important sessions in the history of 
the California Legislature. You al- 
ways send good men from Southern 
California. San Francisco has elected 
*% better delegation than ever before 
in my recollection. The personnel of 
the house will be better than ever 
before.’’ He commended the action 
of the legislators in favoring an Im- 
mediate onening of the State, Printing 
Office and said thatit would aidin ex- 
pediting legislative business. 


GUESTS OF HONOR, 


Legisiators Invited to Whittier and 
the Highland Asylam. 

The legislators went to Whittier last 
evening as the guests of the trustees. 
They took the 5 o'clock Southern Pa- 
cifie train from the Arcade depot, and 
on arriving at Whittler were driven 
directly to the refotm school. After 
dinner they visited the various dee 
partments and inspected the institu- 
tlom by electric light. The trustees 
and superintendent explained the work 
of the school and urged upon the 
legislators the great need for special 
appropriations to build a hospital and 
&@ new trades school building. The 
party will return to Los Angeles this 
morning. 

At 10:30 a. m. today the legislators 
will go to Highland Insane Asylum, at 
the invitation of the trustees. They 
will spend this afternoon and evening 
inspecting its condition and equip- 
ment, and return to Los Angeles Wed- 
nesday morning. Dr. M-. B. Camp- 
bell, the superintendent, addressed the 
legislators briefly yesterday on the 
needs of the asylum. 

“The hospital was planned for 286 
people, and now contains 600,” he said, 
“We have just sent one carload of 
women patients north and will soon 
have to send others away, for at 
present some of ‘the patients have to 
sleep on the floor. The northern ctsy- 
lums have agreed to ask for no specfa]j 
appropriations for this 
‘year, sO we can be granted ald withe- 


out trouble on that score.” 


NORMAL SCHOOL VISITED. 


Lawmakers See the Work and Lunch 
With the Teachers. 

The Normal School made - new 
and strengthened old friend- 
ships by its reception yesterday to the 
legislators of Southern California, The 
lawmakers wandered from the engine- 
room to the library, watched kinder- 
garten exercises and fire drills, admired 
Sloyd exhibits and gymnastics, and de- 


pleasure at what they saw will show 
itself by votes for liberal appropria- 
tions at the session of the Legislature 
which will begin next January. 

An appropriation of $154,500 will be 
asked for, according to President Ed- 
ward T. Pierce's little speech to the 
lawmakers yesterday. Of this sum, 
$124,500 is the appropriation asked for 
every two years for the current ex- 
penses of the school, and the remaining 
$30,000 is needed for moving the gym- 
nasium and building two floors un 
it, building a library, and for relighting 
rooms in the training school. 

AN OBJECT LESSON. 

_ An object lesson in the work of a big 
normal school was given the legisla- 
tors in their visit to the fine brick 
building on the hill. The guests gath- 
ered. at the Chamber of Commerce, 
and from there walked to the school, 
guided by President Pierce. They vis- 
ited every department of the institu- 
tion, and saw the actual daily routine. 
Visits were paid to rooms where kin- 
dergarten work, manual training an@ 
the teaching of little children by the 
novice teachers were in progress. The 
course prescribed for the training of 
teachers and the work in the model 
school was described and illustrated. 
The laboratories of psychology, chem- 
istry, science and biology were visited, 
the Sloyd rooms, the library, and the 
gymnasium inspected, the lack of room 
established by visual proof, and the 
need of an appropriation for relight- 
ing the rooms of the training school 
was driven home by a visit to the 
quarters where children study by gase- 
light at midday. 

A firm alarm, totally unexpected by 


_the. pupils, sent the children skurrying 


into the open air to show the discl- 
pline, good order and prompt obedience 
which prevail. A single minute was 
enough to empty the portions of the 
building where the little children are 
taught, and only a little more ttme 
needed to bring out of the school all 
the normal students from the highest 
and remotest rooms in the structure. 

The legislators sat down in President 
Pierce’s office to listen to a clear-cut 
Summary of the present condition and 
needs of the school, embodying practi- 
cal suggestions for improving the in- 
Stitution, and placing it on a wholly 
satisfactory basis.

The unconditional acceptance of 
the American terms of peace by Spain 
puts an end to the war between, that 
country and the United States. 
Though our late enemy submitted un- 
der protest, the submission is none 
the less complete and binding. Peace 
is ‘at last assured, and it only remains 
to draft the formal treaty which is 
to receive the signatures of the repre- 
sentatives of both nations. 

Thus, by the fortunes of war, the 
entire Philippine archipelago, com- 
prising some 2000 islands in all, has

United States. We are, in fact, vir- 
tually gbliged to hold the islands 
whether we desire to do so or not, for 
we cannot consistently return them 
to Spain nor turn them over to any 
other power, and they are incapable 
of: self-government. With the sign- 
ing of the treaty of peace will come 
the overthrow of ‘every vestige of 
Spanish power in the _ islands, and 
with us will be left the responsibility 
for the future of this insular empire.

That we are to hold the entire Phil- 
ippine group may now be_ regarded 
as a certainty. The question which 
will next present itself will be as to 
the best methods by which we can 
make our authority strong and per- 
manent, at the least possible outlay 
of money and human life. To garri- 
son the Philippines permanently with 
ea large army of American’ troops 
will not be expedient, for obvious 
reasons. The climate is not healthy 
for Caucasians—or at all events, many 
of that race die before becoming ac- 
climated. The most natural and easy 
solution of the difficulty would there- 
fore seem to be the organization of 
a strong contingent of native troops, 
to be under the command of Amer- 
jean officers. The force of native 
‘troops required would probably be not 
less than 10,000 strong, and an equal 
force of American troops would prob- 
ably be needed to codperate with them 
in holding the islands, maintaining 


' order, and giving entire security to 


life and property. 

At present the Filipinos are sus- 
picious of American intentions. Hav- 
ing suffered much under the grievous 
yoke of Spain, they fear that a trans- 
ference of sovereignty over the isi- 
ands to the United States would We 
merely transferring their burdens 
from one shoulder to the other. By 
the organization of native troops, the 
sting of conquest would be to a great 
extent removed, their ambition, grat- 
itude and pride would be aroused, 
and the hostiles among them would 
be rendered comparatively or entirely 
harmless. At the same time we 
should secure an efficient force for 
the varied duties which will be tn- 


. separable from our continued posses- 


sion and government of the islands. 
A good deal of bushwhacking may 


to be done before our authority | 
is fully established in the island do-| 
main, unless Aguinaldo and other am- 


bitious chiefs conclude to accept the 
_ situation and come in onto the reser- 
vation. Well-organized and well- 
drilled regiments of native Filipino 
troops would be well adapted to this 
kind of work, and the organization of 
such a force will doubtless be an 
outcome of the future.

DAN BURNS’S BOOM. 

Of all the ridiculous propositions 
that have been put forward in con- 
nection with the Senatorial contest 
in California, the putting forward of 
the name of Dan Burns of San Fran- 
cisco is the most ridiculous. When 
the name of Burns was first men- 
tioned in this connection, it was not 
taken seriously, but was regarded, 
rather, as a political joke. But there 
is reason to believe that the boomers 
of Burns really take themselves seri- 
ously, and that he may actually try 
to secure a majority of votes in the 
Legislature for this important office. 

Huntington’s San Francisco organ, 
the Post, is booming Burns for Sen- 
ator for all it is worth, and predicts 
that “the colonel’s popularity is al- 


cess.” The Post further says that 
“in addition to his friends in the 
Legislature, the colonel has the con- 
fidence of a vast majority of the 
strong Republican workers;’” that 
“they are now out laboring in his 
cause, and according to latest reports 
they promise to secure for him the 


votes necessary to elect,” etc., etc. 


~Tf*a serious and concerted effort is 
to be made to foist Dan Burns upon 
the people of California as their rep- 
resentative in the Senate, by Hunt- 


clique or faction,.the Republicans of 
the State cannot too soon rally for 
the defeat of so unwise and impolitic 
an object. The antecedents of Dan 
Burns are such that it is impossible 
to have confidence in his integrity of 
purpose. His reputation is that of a 
political boss and intriguer, and his 
political methods are always open to 
distrust. He is a professional poli- 
tician, a believer in gang politics, and 
an unscrupulous practicer of the gang 
politician. He is utterly unfit for the 
high and responsible office of a Sen- 
ator of the United States, and his 
election to that office would be a great 
misfortune, not only to the State of 
California but to the country at large. 

The article from the San Francisco 
Post, booming Burns, which is pub- 
lished in another column of THE 
Times this morning, was. evidently 
inspired. The source of its inspira- 
tion is not far to seek.

the purpose of manufacturing gold 
out of silver, or lead, or sea water— 
or nothing. Some years ago, an 
American went down to South Amer- 
ica and started a wonderful process 
for the manufacture of gold. He suc- 
ceeded in obtaining hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars from his dupes, be- 
fore he was exposed. Another en- 
terprise for the manufacture of gold, 
from silver, was heralded in the press 
from Chicago early this year, and 
people fell over each other to take 
stock in the company. Yet another 
recent enterprise of a similar descrip- 
tion was that of a company in New 
England, which was organized for the 
purpose of recovering gold from 


-ocean water. The stockholders in 
| this company are now endeavoring to

BUSINESS AND BANKRUPTCY. 

If the real cause of business fail- 
ures in this country could be dis- 
covered and tabulated, it would doubt- 
less be found that at least three- 
fourths of them are directly attributa- 
ble to lack of experience on part of 
the bankrupt. The American has. a 
cheerful and exhilarating confidence 
in his ability to carry on any possible 
kind of business that comes in his 
way. Your true Yankee was, perhaps, 
yesterday a farmer; today he is a 
manufacturer, ‘tomorrow he may be a 
banker, or lawyer, or a college pro- 
fessor. All this is very flattering to 
the versatility of the American char- 
acter, but it does not always result 
well, financially. -To be a “jack of 
all trades and master of none” is a 
useful thing in a frontier mining 
camp, but, in the great centers of 
population everything in the line of 
human activity. has now become yo 
divided up into separate branches 
that in the face of keen eompetition 
the man has little chance who has not 
made a thorough study of the business 
which he takes up. 

Such experience cannot be gathered 
from books or lectures. Business col- 
leges are all right, as far as they £0, 
but they cannot take the place of 
actual experience in business life. In 
European countries young men are 
expected to take a long course in 
businéss establishments, before they 
think of starting out for themselves. 
They work for a number of years at 
a gery low rate of wages, or, perhaps, 
for no wages at all, while in many 
cases a considerable premium is paid 
by their parents or guardians for the 


trained for business life. 
necessary or desirable to go so far as 
this in the United States, but as com- 
petition becomes more keen, it will, 
undoubtedly, be found necessary by 
those who think of entering a mer- 
cantile career to gather a little more 
business experience before they hang 
up their signs. We shall not then 
hear of quite so many failures as we 
do nowadays.

ways artistic. 

Of Stanley Felch’s “‘Coquillicot,” ade- 
quate expression is difficult. His make- 
up is totally different from anything 
else that he has done, if possible it is 
more genuinely funny, superlatively 
idiotic, unquenchably cheerful; his busi- 
ness and his lines are apparently con- 
cocted on the spur of the moment, al- 
ways quaintly humorous, always ex- 
actly what nobody expected and what 
nobody else would have done. He is 
that rar avis, a clean and witty com- 
edian, and every new character he pre- 
sents is an artistic delight. The stage 
settines in “‘Olivette,’’ especially the 
second and third acts, are most ef- 
fective... and the two remaining  per- 
formances bid fair to draw packed 
houses. 

The management has been fairly 
overwhelmed with requests for a rep- 
etition of a number of the operas 
presented early in the season, and in 
compliance with the general demand 
the repertoire for the latter part of 
the week has been rearranged to in- 
clude the favorite operas.

the turn of an eyelash, or a smile that 
for bland and childlike qualities would 
make the famous Ah Sin’s most cheru- 
bic expression appear by comparison a 
grin full of guile. Tom Genowin’s in- 
genuity in getting out of a very small 
corner is equalled only by the indus- 
try with which he wedges. himself 
into it in the first place, but Tom’s 
buoyant spirit scorns such airy trifles 
as possible detection, and his immacu- 
late motives defy misapprehension. In 
Mr. Dickson’s hands Tom is a most 
likable youth. His devotion to pretty 
Dorothy is unquestionable, but the 
gusto with which he enters into that 
mimic love scene with Mrs. Hunter- 
Chase in the loft is a bit of genuine 
human nature. 

.~Henrietta Crossman fully deserves 
her place on the programme as twin 
star. Her work is as deliciously artis- 
tic and spontanecus as Mr. Dickson’s 
awn, In the part of Mrs. Hunter-Chase, 
a capricious young dame with will of 
her own and a noble scorn of conven- 
tionalities, Miss Crossman shows a 
charming dash of mischief in her dar- 
ing that makes the little escapade of 
the stage-struck lady seem like the 
whim of a naughty child, who flies 
into a temper when found out. 

Nanette Comstock, as Dorothy May- 
land, plays in a much quieter key, mak- 
ing the character of the demure little 
actress a most effective contrast to 
that portrayed by Miss Crossman. Miss 
Comstock dares to run directly counter 
to the popular conception of an actress 
by depicting Dorothy as a sweet, quiet 
little body, devoted to her husband and 
ta his ambitions as well as to her pro- 
fession, and possessing a wholesome 
frorror of the elephantine attempts at 
coquetry made by Mr. Hunter-Chase, 
It is a charming part charmingly 
played. 

Charles Harbury, as Mr. Hunter- 
Chase, forms a very satisfactory ele- 
ment in the comedy. With his strict 
views, as embodied in the ‘Treasures of 
Thought,” and his inchination to be a 
bit giddy and roguish on the side, Mr. 
Hiiter-Chase adds very materially to 
the general joy and is responsible for 
a goodly number of the mistakes that 
happen. 

Carrie Behr, as the German servant 
girl, has an excellent grasp of the 
possibilities of her part, and a Ger- 
man aceent evidently just—over from 
the Vaterland. With the aid of the 
excessively English groom, a part very 
well done by Edmund Lawrence, she 
gives a good dash of low comedy to 
the piece. The two do a capital cake- 
walk in the coachhouse to the melody 
of some German coon songs warbled 
by Miss Behr. : 

Adah Eckert has a comparatively 
small part as the landlady of a board- 
ing-house, and Franklin Garland, and 
Ben Deane appear respectively as the 
irascible manager who objects to mat- 
rimony, and as a large, ample 
plumber with pugnacious tendencies.

Fred Eaton, Republican nominee for 
Mayor, told the voters of the Second 
Ward last night that the growing de- 
mand for another entrance to Elysian 
Park would doubtless result in the 
erection of such a gateway near the 
Catholic Hospital and not far from 
Sunset boulevard.

Mr. Eaton’s reference to a new en- 
trance to Elysian Park was made after 
he had stated his position on the oil 
question. The applause which greeted 
his remarks showed that he had struck 
a responsive chord in the hearts of 
the Second Ward residents. Mr. Eaton 

id, in part: 
water and school questions, 
you doubjless understand my position, 
as I have outlined it several times dur- 
ing this campaign. As some of my po- 
litical opponents are trying to make 
capital out of my stand in the oil con- 
troversy, I desire to speak to you on 
that question. It is the one which is, 
perhaps, of the most vital interest to 
you as residents of this ward.

“When the improvements were made 
in Elysian Park,” he said, “the pres- 
ent entrance was located on the only 
available ground that at that time was 
in the possession of the city. The time 
is soon coming when there will have 
to be another entrance. This entrance 
will call for a boulevard. Sunset boule- 
vard is already Maid out, and the new 
entrance (and there is sure to be one) 
will not be far from it, and in the vi- 
cinity of the Catholic Hospital.” The 
Mayoralty candidate referred at some 
length to the vast improvement such 
a park entrance would be to the Sec- 
ond Ward, and closed by outlining the 
need by the West End of a thorough- 
fare opening directly into the heart of | 


the business district, which he said 
would add values to the real estate in 
that locality, and furnish an impetus 
for its rapid growth and development. 

B. F. Field acted as chairman of the 
meeting, which was the last to be held 
in the Second Ward prior to the mu- 
nicipal election. He introduced Walter 
F. Haas, candidate for City Attorney, 
as the first speaker of the evening. 
Mr. Haas outlined the water question, 
and told how, through the scheming of 
the Los Angeles City Water Company, 
only one conduit of the old water sys- 
tem remained to come’ into the posses- 
sion of the city when it should pur- 
chase the system from the present 
Owners. From this proposition Mr. 
Haas argued the necessity of bonding 
the city to lay conduits from the head 
works and increase the facilities for 
distributing the water in _ localities 
where it is now scarce.

He was 
followed by William A. White, nomi- 
nee for Tax Collector, and Lafayette 
Martindale, who is’ the Republican 
candidate for City Clerk. William 
Chambers, nominee for the Second 
Ward’s representative on the Board 
of Education, appealed to the voters 
to stand by the party which was un- 
divided by isms, and therefore sure to 
stick to its platform without dissen- 
sions among its own members. L. 
R. Garret spoke of the respective can- 
didates and their capabilities to fill 
the offices to which they had been 
nominated. He dwelt particularly on 
the necessity of supporting Fred Ba- 
ker for Councilman, and closed with 
a tribute to Fred Eaton. 

During Mr. Garret’s Mr. 
Eaton entered the hall. He was wel- 
comed with a hearty cheer, and was 
the next to address the voters. Coun- 
cilman Toll, of the Fifth Ward was 
the last sneaker of the evening. He 
made a strong speech, and empha- 
sized the necessity for the citizens of 
the Second Ward to stand by the Re- 
publican party. It behooved them, 
he said, to turn out in force at the 
polls, for their ward was a battlefield

Scores of Them Lie Under the Bald- 
win’s Ruins. 

James Cullen, the author-singer, who made 
his début at the Orpheum last night, was 
one of those who occupied rooms in the ili- 
fated Baldwin Hotel, burned last week. Mr. 
Cullen’s story of his escape from the hotel, 
in the midest of smoke, fire, flame and gas, 
is not so very different from that told in the 
newspapers by others who passed through 
the same experience, but the grewsome facts 
take on a@ more somber tinge when heard 
from the lips of a participant in the catas- 
trophe. In one respect, however, his story 
varies from that hitherto heard. 

“There are scores of dead persons in that 
pile of ruins,’’ said Cullen last night, dis- 
cussing the holocaust. ‘‘Everybody knows 
the Baldwin Hotel was liberally patronized 
by many people of loose morals, Not that 
plenty of respectable, well-to-do peoplé 
didn’t Tive there, The percentage of shady 
transients was greater than most hotels 
allow, that’s all. Many of this class, espe- 
cially females, did not register, but passed 
right up to the rooms of: their gentleman 
friends. I'll warrant thereswere a score of 
these in the house. There could be no 
record Kept of them. The register would 
reveal nothing. I heard saw women 
fainting, shrieking for help, falling to the 
floor, hi rooms adjacent to the corridor, as 
I fied from-the-building, It was sauve qui 
peut, as the French say. There were people 
who died in their rooms ,caught jike rats 
in a trap, Nothing could help them. They 
couldn’t reach the exterior. No one ever 
saw them after the first alarm was given.’’ 

Mr, Cullen and John Morrissey, manager 
of the San Francisco Orpheum, lost all 
their clothing and personal effects, as did 
several members of Gillette’s ‘‘Secret Serv- 
ice’’ Company, quartered in the hotel.

LIFE CRUSHED OUT. 
Arthur Cook Hilled in an East Side 
Lumber Yard, 

Arthur Cook, an employé of the J. F. 
Ganahl Lumber Company, had his life 
crushed out yesterday by a pile of 
* lumber which fell upon him while at 


work in the company’s lumber yard in 
East Los Angeles. 

Cook had been in the employ of the 
company as yardman and teamster for 
nine or ten years. Yesterday morning 
he was engaged in sorting out planks 
to fill an order. The foreman of the 
_yard, S. B. Smith, who was with him, 
was called away about 11:30 o’clock to 
“attend to some duty in another part of 
the yard. When he returned to the 
place where Cook was working, quarter 
of an hour later, he was horrified to 
see that a pile of lumber had toppled 
over and pinioned Cook to the ground, 

Assistance was called and the planks 
were lifted off the unfortunate man 
with all haste, but too late, for he was 
dead. He had contusions on the breast 
and the back of his neck. The planks 
rested heavily on his neck and chest 
and he was literally strangled to death. 

Cook was a married man, about 40 
years old. and lived with his wife and 
three children on Avenue 55 at High- 
Jand Park. Within half a block of the 
place where the accident happened, 
Mrs. Cook was visiting her sister when 
her husband met his death. The news 
was carried to her soon afterward. 

Deputy Coroner Summerfield visited 
the scene of the tragedy and had the 
body removed to Orr & Hines’s morgue 
where an inquest will be held this 
morning.

INFORMATION WANTED. 


WATER COMPANIES MUST MAKE 
REPORTS TO THE CITY. 


Council Appoints a Committee to 
Consider Legislation—A Protest 
Against Tuomnel Advertisement, 
Unpaid Taxes Delinguent. 


While the morning and afternoon 
sessions of the City Council yesterday 
were of comparatively brief duration, 
much routine business was disposed of 
and a number of measures of impor- 
tance to the public generaily were 
given attention. For the first time in 
weeks, all members of the Council were 
present. Councilman Grider, who has 
been confined to his home for the past 
five weeks, owing to a serious attack 
of illness, was able to be present yes- 
terday, being the first time he has been 
able to leave his house. 

The first reports presented were those 
of the officials handling city funds, the 
City Auditor, Treasurer and Tax Col- 
lector. <All of these were referred to 
the Finance Committee, as were a num- 
ber of petitions, asking for rebates of 
taxes, owing to alleged errors in as- 
sessing the property on which the taxes 
was paid. 

WANT MORE TIME. 


J. F. Goodenow headed a petition 
signed by thirty-four property-owners 
who reside in such portons of the city 
as will make the completion of the 
proposed Third-street tunnel a great 
convenience to them. The petition re- 
cites that the Council has called for 
bids for the tunnel to be opened De- 
cember 5, the earliest date that such 
bids could be received after the legal 
advertisement for them had been made. 


Property-owners interested in the] The protestants object to this seeminz 
proposed Third-street tunnel have filed] haste and state in their petition that 
@ protest against the seeming haste] the call for bids to be opened at such 


an early date renders impossible the 
advantage that would be gained by 
competition fn the contract. Eastern 
firms, who would doubtless file bids 
for the contract, will not be able to 
bid and the competition will be almost 
entirely confined to local contractors. 
The petitioners ask that the time for 
opening bids be extended, so as to 
give an opportunity for more competi- 
tion in the matter. The petition was 
referred to the Board of Public Works. 
Another petition on the same subject 
was received from William Ferguson 
and others. In it the assertion is made. 
that the six-foot sidewalk provided for 
in the plans, for the mouth of the tun- 
nel on the Hill-street end, is much too 
narrow to accommodate the traffic 
which will be drawn to that street by 
the completion of the tunnel. The pe- 
titioners ask that the plans so 
changed as to provide for a sidewalk: 
at least ten feet in width. This peti- 
tion was also referred to the Board of 
Public Works.

INVENTORY ORDERED.

BIDS FOR PUBLIC WORK. 

The most important public work for 
Which bids were opened yesterday was 
that of the construction of a storm 
drain along Fremont avenue north of 
First street and the cleaning of the 
present drain in that vicinity. This 
important work was provided for in a 
resolution submitted several weeks ago 
by Councilman Baker. The purpose of 
the work is to relieve the property- 
owners along Fremont and _ other 
streets in that part of the city, of an 
excess of storm water which in for- 
mer years has caused them great dam- 
age after almost every heavy rain.

The protests of Eliza Wilson, James 
Moses, Nettie Mueller and others 
against the confirmation of the report 
of the commissioners for the opening of 
an alley from Fourth to Fifth streets 
between Broadway and Hill street, 
were to have been heard as a special 
order of business for the opening of the 
afternoon session of the Council. This 
matter has been before the Council in 
Some form for more than a year, and 
several weeks ago it was referred for 
investigation. The report on the mat- 
ter was not ready yesterday, and on 
motion the hearing was postponed for 
two weeks. 

For the same reason the hearing of 
the protests of Helen M. Ross and 
Lizzie L. Ballard against the confirma- 
tion of the report of the commissioners 
for the opening of Park Grove avenue 
between Twenty-first and MTwenty- 
third streets, was also postponed for 
two weeks, 

The protest of J. R. Ramirez against 
the confirmation of the report of the 
commissioners for the widening and 
straightening of Lyon street between 
Ducommun and Turner streets was 
heard. The protestant alleged that 
there was great inequality in the 
amounts of benefits and damages as- 
sessed against the property affected by 
the work on the street. He failed to 
convince the Council that he had cause 
for complaint, and the protest was de- 
nied, the denial carrying with it the 
confirmation of the report of the com- 
missioners.

All day long 
yesterday the Office of Tax Collector 
Gish was crowded with taxpayers who 
had delayed making their payments 
until the eleventh hour, and at times 
there was a line of waiting men and 
women which extended into the hall- 
way. Most of those who called there 
yesterday were small taxpayers, but 
there were some large ones as well, 
and the day’s collections will exceed 
$35,000. For the accommodation of 
the people Tax Collector Gish kept his 
office open until long after 5 o’clock, 
the usual hour for closing. ° 

As hundreds of non-resident prop- 
erty owners paid their taxes with 
checks sent in by mail it will be im- 
possible for several days to determine 
just what the total collections have 
been. All such remittances the post- 
mark of which shows them to have 
been mailed not later than yesterday 
will be accepted without penalty. 
Checks will be received from a dis- 
tance for several days to come, and 
the amount paid in this year will not 
be known before the latter part of 
next week.

It 
was alleged that on July 26, 1893, a 
stock of jewelry in possession of the 
plaintiff was attached by the Sheriff, 
at the instance of Wunsch & Co., and 
was of the value of $20,000. The plain- 
tiff claimed to have been damaged by 
the unlawful holding of the goods to 
the extent of $20,000; for closing his 
store and debarring him from carrying 
on business, $20,000; by losses incurred 
in being prevented to dispose of his 
stock in the ordinary way of trade, 
$25,000; by the actual value of the goods 
themselves, $20,000, and by being com- 
pelled to expend $1000 for legal advice 
and service. Altogether the plaintiff 
claimed $86,000 as damages. 


NEW TRIAL ORDERED. 
Supreme Court Decision in a Bakers- 
fleld Murder Case. 


The Supreme Court has just handed 
down a decision in the case of the 
People against T. M. Gleason. The de- 
fendant was convicted of murder in the 
first degree for having shot and killed 
one Cotton in the town of Bakersfield, 
and upon being sentenced to the State 
prison for life, appealed to the court 
‘of last resort. 

Attorney A. J. Bledsoe of this city 
was counsel for the defense and, as a 
basis for appeal, excepted to an in- 
struction given to the jury at the re- 
aquest of the prosecution. The Supreme 
Court holds that error was committed 
by the trial court in giving this in- 
struction, and has reversed the judg- 
ment and ordered a new trial. 

The objectionable instruction was as 
follows: ‘“‘You are instrucetd that the 
people are not permitted. to assail the 
character of a defendant on trial in a 
criminal case until the defendant has 
himself put his character in issue by 
calling witnesses and offering evidence 
in its support; and, unless put in issue 
by the deefndant, the people can in no 
way attack his character.” 

The court says that the object of the 
prosecution in asking the instruction 
was not apparent, but its effect was to 
suggest to the jury that if the prosecu- 
tion had had an opportunity to do so, 
they might possibly have shown that 
the defendant was not a man of good 
character, and to excuse their failure to 
make such showing upon the ground 
that he had not offered evidence in sup- 
port of his character. “The law as- 
sumes,” says the court, “that the de- 
fendant has a fair character, and un- 
less eviigence to the contrary is given 
to the jury, he is entitled to the benefit 
of this presumption in their considera- 
tion of the weight to be given to the 
testimony bearing upon his guilt. In 
the present case there was no evidence 
at the trial in reference to the charac- 
ter of the defendant, and he had the 
right to have the jury assume that his 
character was unimpeached.

tains a correct rule of law, but it is a 
rule of law by which a court is to be 
governed in determining the admissi- 
bility. of evidence, and is not for the 
guidance of a jury in determining the 
effect of evidence which has been ad- 
mitted for their consideration.”

Board of Education for months, has 
been settled amicably, and there will 
now be no necessity for moving the 
school from its present location. The 
trouble arose over the fact that the 
school building projected over an alley 
in the block in which it is located, and 
a demand was made upon the city that 
it either move the building or purchase 
such property as would enable it to 
open another alley, and to close the one 
on which the school building was an 
obstruction. The matter was referred 
to the City Attorney, and he reported 
that there was no, legal defense, and 
that the building would have to be 
moved, if the other alternative was 
not followed. Then ensued a _ long 
wrangle over the price to be paid for 
the property necessary to open another 
alley, and -to vacate the one already 
existing, at the same time giving prop- 
erty-owners in the block the advantage 
of alley outlets to their lots. Several 
conferences were held, and at the last 
meeting of the committee a settlement 
was agreed upon, and the City Attor- 
ney was directed to present the neces- 
sary ordinances opening the new alley 
and abandoning the old one. Such an 
ordinance accompanied the weekly re- 
port filed yesterday by the attorney, 
and it was referred to the Finance 
Committee. Later in the day that com- 
mittee reported as follows, the report 
being approved and the ordinance 
adopted: 

“Your Finance Committee to whom 
was referred the report of the City At- 
torney, together with the ordinance 
abandonig a certain alley referred to 
in said report, all of which pertains to 
the purchase of the property from Wil- 
liam Mead for the retention of the 
Macy-street schoolhouse in its present 
location, beg leave to report recom-

quiring a statement at their hands 
@howing various details of the trans- 
action of their business during the cur- 
rent year. Your committee begs to 
submit herewith a farm of such notice, 
with the recommendation that the City 
Clerk be instructed to serve a copy 
of same upon each of the companies 
supplying inhabitants of the city with 
water.” 
In accordance with the foregoing re- 
port, the follawing notice will be served 
“To all 


corporations, companies or 


-persons furnishing water to the city of 


Los Angeles aor the inhabitants thereof: 
“You and each of you are hereby noti- 
fied and required to furnish to the 
Council of the city of Los Angeles, in 
the month of January, 1899, a detailed 
statement verified by the oath af the 
president and secretary of such cor- 
poration, or company, or of such per- 
son, as the case may be, showing the 
name of each water ‘rate payer, his or 
her place of residence and the amount 
paid for water by each of such water- 
rate payers during the year next pre- 
ceding the date of such statement, and 
also showing all revenue derived from 
all sources, together with itemized 
statement of expenditures made for 
supplying water during such time. 
“And you and each of you are fur- 
ther natified and required to furnish 
at the same time, to said City Council, 
a further detailed statement, verified in 
like manner as the statement first here- 
inbefore mentioned, showing the 
amount of money actually expended 
annually since commencing business, 
in the purchase, construction and main-

A BLUNDER IN A BID. 


Mistakes That Will Delay the Fire 

Alarm Improvements. 

When the bids recently advertised for 
by the City Clerk were opened in the 
City Council yesterday morning, among: 
other proposals for contracts, was one 
for supplying the city with fifty fire- 
alarm boxes, a 700-cell storage battery, 
an automatic repeater, a twenty-four 
circuit working board, and two twelve- 
circuit storage battery switchboards. 
There was but one bidder, the Game- 
well Fire Alarm Company, which has 
practically a monopoly of the business. 

When the bids were opened it was 
found that the price at which all this 
apparatus was offered the city was 
$6175, which showed at once that some 
mistake had been made. The price of 
the boxes alone should have been $5000 
or $100 each, and the other material 
would cost more than again as much 
more, but the bid was for $6175, and 
was accompanied, as required, by a 
check for $500 to bind the company to 
enter into a contract on that bid. The 
fact that such a low price had been 
made was mentioned to Agent Rose of 
the company a few minutes after the 


almost prostrated him, for he had for- 
gotten to include the price of the fifty 
fire-alarm boxes, and stood to lose his 
company the $500 check, if the Council 
insisted upon holding him to the bid. 
He at once hunted up some of the 
members of the Council and told them 
of his mistake and asked what could 
be done about the matter. The Coun- 
cilmen could do nothing then, and told 
him so, but as the bid was manifestly 
an error there was no disposition on 
part of the Council to hold the com- 
pany to it, and require them to either 
furnish the material or forfeit the 
check. The result will be that another 
advertisement for bids will have to be 
made. This will delay the proposed 
improvements in the fire-alarm system 
for nearly two months, and will cost 
the city the expense of both advertise- 
ments. It is probable to avoid loss to 
the city through the blunder of the 
agent that a provision will be made in 
the new advertisement, that the suc- 
cessful bidder stand the cost of the 
advertisement. This would result in 
Rose having to pay for his mistake, as 
his company is the only one which will 
bid on the contract. . 
There was quite a little wrangle over 
what disposition should be made of this 
fire-alarm box bid. Just before it was 
read the bid for the police-signal sys- 
tem had been referred to the Board of 
Police Commissioners, and it was sup- 
posed that the bid for fire department 
supplies would go to the Board of Fire 
Commissioners. Mr. Nickell, however, 
moved that the bid be referred to the 
Fire and Water Committee, and se- 
cured the adoption of his motion be- 
fore any one noticed it.

Yesterday morning a man named J. 
W. Hart swore to a complaint in the 
Township Court, wherein he charged 
that on November 13 Ed Thomas, un 
old soldier living close to Barrett Sta- 
tion, had committed rape upon the per- 
son of Lizzie Hotchkiss, his twelve- 
year-old step-daughter. Therepresenta- 
tion made to Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams 
by Hart were such as to n2cessitate 
the issuance of a complaint ind the ar- 
rest of Thomas. According to Hart’s 
representations the girl had been exam- 
ined by her mother and aunt and pr2- 
sented evidence of having heen tam- 
pered with. On this showing a warrant 
was issued by Justice Young, aad Jate 
in the afternoon Constable Yonkin 
brought Thomas, and also his step- 
daughter, to the city. 

The latter is quite a mature and 
bright-appearing little girl, and she was 
closely interrogated by Mr. Williams 
regarding the facts as narrated earlier 
in the day by Hart, who is the girl’s 
uncle. She said that on Sunday, three 
weeks ago, her mother left her in the 
house with her six-year-old brother 
while she went into Santa Monica. She 


| was sitting on the lounge in the parlor 


when her step-father went and sat be- 
side her, and putting his arm around 
her kissed her and pinched her above 
the knee. Shorthy before that he had 
sent ther brother to the store across the 
street for 5 cents worth of grapes. Not 
liking her step-father’s attentions, for 
he had been drinking, she broke from 
his grasp and ran away. He remained 
on the lounge for some time, but went 
outside later and asked the girl to for- 
give him and that they’d be friends and 
he’d get her a present of some kind at 
Christmas. 

When Mrs. Thomas returned home 
Lizzie said that she told her what her 
step-father. had done, but at that mo- 
ment her mother said nothing. At the 
dinner table, however, she | brought 
the matter up and took up a stick and 
was about to beat her daughter for the 
reason that she blamed her for what 
had tappnened. Turning on her hus- 


ward his step-daughter, and for a time 
there was quite.a fuss in the Thomas 


household. 

That is all that the girl, Lizzie 
Hotchkiss, would concede had hap- 
pened and denied absolutely that her 
mother or any one else had ever exam- 
ined her, or that her step-father had 
wronged her or done anything to her 
beyond what she had stated: Although 
the girl spoke with apparent frankness 
it seemed as if she were not altogether 
guileless, for she remarked that she 
told her mother of what had taken 
place because she thought that some- 
thing -worse-might-happen -next-time 
she was left alone with her step-father. 

The girl adhered to her story, and al- 
though she cried very bitterly when 
told what would befall her if she failed 
to tell the truth, she did not amplify 
her statement save in one regard. She 
said that on a previous occasion her 
step-father had kissed her three times 
and she had told her mother about it. 
The mere fact of the girl ascribing a 
wrong intent to an innocent action on 
the part of the father to child, and her 
rushing to tell her mother of it, gave 
rise to the opinion that possibly the girl 
was merely obdurate and would not tell 
all she knew. 

On the other hand it is known that 
there is bad blood between Hart and 
Thomas. The former was for a time 
Constable at The Palms, and knows the 
law just well enough to get even with 
his relative if he so desired. The girl 
allowed that such ill-feeling existed 
between the men, but did not know the 
reason beyond the fact that Hart ac- 
cused Thomas of not receiving him has- 
pitably when he called at his home. 

Just before 5 o’clock Thomas was ar- 
raigned in the Township Court. He was 
dressed in a suit of black, and with a 
white tie cut a ministerial rather than 
a soldierly figure. His examination was 
set for Wednesday, and he was held by 
Justice Young in $1000 bail.

For putting upon the market 
and disposing of these lots the firm 
was to receive 5 per cent. commission, 
and one-third of the price obtained in 
excess of $200 per lot. The real estate 
firm also undertook to advance $1200 
for platting, and other necessary ex- 
penses, without cost to the plaintiffs, 
the amount to be refunded from the 
first sales made. 

The plaintiffs now allege that Eas- 
ton, Eldridge & Co. did not put the 
property upon the market in a bona- 
fide manner, and in ‘addition to differ- 
ences in the accounting state that the 
firm conveyed to Attorney Quatman, 
denominated ‘“‘a tool and dummy,” a 
number of lots in tract, the defend- 
ants being the actual purchasers. It 
is alleged that George Easton trans- 
acted this. bit of business under 
power of attorney from Quatman, but 
wholly for his own benefit and his as- 
sociates in the company. Further- 
| more it is alleged that the firm pur- 
chased choice lots in the tract at re- 
duced rates, and re-sold them at ad- 
vanced prices in antagonism to the 
interest of plaintiffs.

BOARD OF EDUCATION, | 


NEW MACY STREET SCHOOL MAT, 
TER DEFINITELY SETTLED. 


Macy-street school, which has occupied a 
part of an alley, and which has caused 
considerable discussion for the past two 
years, seems now to be definitely settled, 
the Committee on Buildings having re- 


ported to the Board of Education last even- 
ing that an agreement had been reached ' 
between the City Council, the Building Com- | 
mittee and Mr. Meade, whereby it is agreed 
for the city to purchase a lot of the latter | 
for $1100, the Council paying one-half, the | 
Board of Education one-half and $3 for: 
recording the deed, Mr.. Meade agreeing to! 
meet all other expenses of vacating alleys, 
etc. This was concurred in, and a warrant 
ordered drawn for $553, to meet the obligation 
of the board in this matter, 

Councilman E, L. Hutchison appeared be. 
fore the board with a very peculiar and 
characteristic request, that the board certify 
to the State Board of Education that he is 
properly fitted to receive a life diploma 
a|from the State for the high-school grade. 

Superintendent of Schools Foshay called at- 
tention to the fact that the board has not 
been in the habit of making cerificates of 
this character, and the recommendation was 
cut down to a mere statement of fact that 
Mr. Hutchison had taught in the schools of 
this city for twenty months, and had given 
satisfaction. 

The matter of allowing janitors to occupy 
rooms in school buildings for residence pur- 
poses without the payment of rent was 
discussed again, and a resolution was finally 
passed that they should not be allowed to 
occupy such rooms under any circumstances 
for residence purposes, 

A motion was passed inviting the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education to be elected 
next ‘Monday to attend the meetings of the 
board until the time for their initiation, that 
they can familiarize themselves with the 
school business.

INSULTED LADIES. 


The Cause of Henry Rice’s Disfig- 
ured Visage Explained, 

In the Police Court yesterday Spec- 
ial Police Officer Gates and several 
other witnesses told how Henry Rice 
came to have his head swathed in 
linen, and his face disfigured with di- 
vers scratches and contusions.

and insulted some ladies. Gates is a 
railway employé as well as a special 
policeman. He testified that on Sun- 
day afternoon he went across” the 
river to take the numbers of some 
refrigerator cars left on the side- 
tracks. He was accompanied.by two 
lady friends who stayed in a refriger- 
ator car while he was doing his work. 
Presently Rice and another hobo came 
along, and seeing the ladies in the

Then Gates struck’ Rice a blow on 
the head with: a‘club that felled him 
to the grownd. © The other hobo ran 
away, and Gates got the frightened 
girls out of the car and started to es- 
cort them home. Rice howling with 
pain, followed them, cursing and 
blackguarding them in the vilest man- 
ner. . 

After placing the ladies in a safe 
place, Gates started after Rice 
tried to place him under arrest. The 
fellow resisted and in the scuffle that 
ensued Gates had his vest and star 
torn off. Two young men who were 
passing. that way, ran to Gates’s as- 
sistance, and the three succeeded in 
subduing Rice, but not before they 
had. giver him a terrible beating. 
Then they nut him in a wagon and 
sent him to the East Side Pclice Sta- 
tion whence he was sent to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital for repairs. 

Rice, being sworn in his own ae- 
fense, stated that he was a sea-iaring 
man; that he had ‘left his’ ship at 


Montreal last August and worked his 


way by slow stages across the con- 
tinent to Los Angeles, having ar- 
rived here several weeks ago, in quest 
of work. He managed to get some 
beer to drink on Sunday, in spite of 
the Sunday closing ordinance, 
was walking quietly along the yrail- 
road track when Gates reached out of 
the door of a refrigerator car and hit 
him on the head.

Huentington’s San Franciseo Organ 
Boems Burnes for Senator. 

[San Francisco Post:] The Sena- 
torial fight is the next political strug- 
gle in which Californians will engage. 

As the Republicans at the recent 
election secured a majority of both 
houses of the Legislature, the choice of 
a man to succeed Stephen M. White as 
the representative of California in the 
upper house of Congress will fall to 
them. 

Just who will win the prize is the po- 
litical problem which all are trying to 
solve.

He has proved, however, as good as 
his word, for at a time when the pros- 
pects of his success look most assuring, 
he reiterates his former announcement 
of withdrawal, and emphaticaliy de- 
clines to allow his name to go before 
the Legislature. 

Among the members of the Legisla- 
ture-elect are many friends of Mr. dae 
Young. They deplore the fact that he 
will not stand, and are now in an en- 
tirely independent position. They have 
looked over the list of ante-election 
candidates, and find none whom they 
can cheerfully support. 

In the mean time new material has 
been introduced into the contest. The 
friends of Col. Dan M. Burns have 
spontaneously arisen and placed him 
in the fight. They took action without 
consulting him, and without his con- 
sent, and they purpose carrying the 
battle on to a successful issue at Sac- 
ramento. 

The appearance of Col. Burns in the 
fight has thrown the other candidates 
into a state of confusion, as they real- 
ize that the colonel’s popularity is al- 
most certain to bring about his‘suc- 
cess. In addition to his friends in the 
Legislature the colonel has the confi- 
dence of a vast majority of the strong 
Republican workers. They are now out 
laboring in his cause, and, according to 
latest reports, they promise to secure 
for him the votes necessary to eleet.

“Oh, you better make it a 
little something,’’ he expostulated, 

“All right,’’ replied the justice, accommo- 
datingly, ‘‘I’ll make it five dollars.’’ 

Matthay pulled out his money and paid the 
fine with an air of great satisfaction. The 
spectators were convulsed with laughter and 
the court could notkeep the pucker out of 
his face. It certainly was a ludicrous sit- 
uation—that of a man in the plight of 
Matthay, pounded almost out of recognition, 
with sixteen stitches taken in his wounds 
injured so severely that he was in danger, 
asking for the privilege of paying a fine for 
having been walloped.

SAN DIEGO, No. 28.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.]

SANTA BARBARA. 
A&A Great Discovery of Natural Gas 


at Summerland. 


SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 28. — [Reguiar 
Correspondence. ] Summerland is to the 
front with a wonderful discovery for this 
section, an immense flow of natural gas. To- 
day, while.a well was in process of being 
sunk, it is reported gas was struck and 
that, as it spurted from the ground, it threw 
sand and rocks 306 feet into the air. The 
discovery of gas in the section is not entirely 
new, as a small quantity was found thre: 
years ago, and it has been in use ever since, 
though nothing has ever been known in the 
West to equal the reported flow struck today, 
which is looked forward to as a source of 
fuel and light for years to come at a low ex- 
pense. 

This is not the first time that Summer- 
land has gained notoriety for itself. The 
town lies on the coast, five miles east of 
Santa Barbara, and many oil wells have 
been sunk there, ranging from capacities of 
a few barrels up to twenty and thirty bar- 
rels per day. In the development of the 
territory it was followed out to sea. Wharves 
were run out several hundred feet, and the 
wells were sunk from the side of these, and 
up to the present it has seemed that the 
further the district was followed out to sea 
the better the wells produced. 

The oil thus. far discovered has been at a 
Slight depth from the surface of the ground, 
and while it is not stated, it is presumed 
that the sinking of deeper wells, which has 
been contemplated for some time, resulted in 
the piercing of the gas chamber,

REDLANDS. 
Faial Accident—Complaining Wit- 
ness Disappears. 
REDLANDS, Nov. 28.—{Regular Corre- 


spondence.] A fatal accident happened on 
the grade into San Timoteo Cafion on the 
Alessandro road some time last night, in 
which W. C. Rogers of this city lost his life, 
This morning as R. P. Lauretzen, a carriage 
maker who has a shop in this city, was com- 
ing up the grade on the Alessandro road 
from his home in the cafion he found over 
the bank and in a ditch beside the road a 
top buggy lying bottom side up, and hitched 
to the buggy a horse, also lying upon its 
back in the ditch, and unable to get upon 
its feet. Under the buggy, with the dash- 
board across his neck, was the body of a 
man, later identified as W. C. Rogers, a 
painter, whose residence was on Chestnut 
avenue in this city. He was last seen 
alive between 10 and 10:30 o’clock last night. 
Early in the evening he drove to El Casco, a 
Southern Pacific Station in San Timoteo 
Cafion with a friend who was going to get 
on the freight train. On the way there he 
stopped at the ‘‘Half-way House” and got 
two cans of sardines and some crackers. 
About 8 o’clock he stopped again on his way 
to Redlands afid got a half-pint bottle of 
whisky. At 10 o’clock he was seen on High- 
land avenue in this city, and « little later 
in the cafion. It is supposed that it was’ 
about 10:30 o’tlock that he came driving up 
the grade, when the horse backed over the 
embankment into the ditch, eighteen feet 
below, where he was found this morning. Mr. 
Rogers has troubled with some heart. 
affection, and upon several occasions he has 
fallen from his buggy or from a chair, and 
sometimes it has been an hour or mre be- 
fore he would regain consciousness. It is 
thought by some that he fell forward upon 
the lines while driving up the hill, thus 
peng the horse back over the embank- 
nt. 

The Coroner came up from San Bernar- 
dino at.noon, and the inquest was held this 
afternoon. The Coroner’s jury could not de- 
termine the cause of his death, and an 
autopsy was held. It was found that the 
unfortunate man’s neck was broken.

SANTA MONICA. 


Scheme to Provide Ventilation for 
the City Sewers. 

SANTA MONICA, Nov. 28.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.} About one hundred private 
conneciions have been made with the new 
city sewer system, but the flow of sewage is 
still so small as to be ineffective in the way 
of seif-flushing. The major portion of the 
connections are with the alley sewer running 
from Railroad avenue northerly between 
Ocean avenue and Second street. Along that 
alley nearly all of the houses have been con- 
nected. The long proceeding necessitated by 
the Vrooman Act, under which the several 
alley sewers running northerly from Railroad 
avenue were built, have been perfected’ so 
that private connections may now be made 
with any of those sewers. A much-desired 
end is thereby accomplished, as there are 
several of the larger blocks on Third street 
that have been in urgent need of connections 
more than any other buildings in town. 

A peculiar situation has developed along 
the line of the trunk sewer, where it passes 
through South Santa Monica. There is a 
rapid drift of sand, which climbs over con- 
siderable eminences and quickly fills up all 
crevices in its way. The manhole covers are 
of the perforated kind, intended as a means 
of ventilatior. The sand drifted through the 
perforation and, im spite of the buckets un- 
derneath, drifted into the sewers so much that 


| it has been found necessary to make the cov- 


ers tight. But that shuts off ventilation, and 
if such a eond@ition were maintained it is 
feared that gases generated by the sewage 
might cause the disintegration of the interior 
cement work, as was done in the Los Angeles 
outfall sewer. As a solution of the problem 
it is proposed to build a small house over 
each manhile and provide ventilation through 
the house. That would afford ventilation and 
at the same time. keep the sand from getting 
into the sewer. In other parts of town where 


it seéms necessary to have tight manhole|. 


covers, it is proposed to have ventilating con- 
duits connected with the manholes and ex- 
tending to the property lines, and from there 
upward to the desired heights.

Nearly all the evi- 
dence in the case was given through an 
interpreter, as most of the witnesses 
were of the same nationality as the de- 
fendant. After all the testimony had 
Been heard, at 5 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon Judge Wellborn announced that 
he would adjourn court until this morn- 
ing, when arguments of the attorneys 
will be listened to. 

-Hung Yet Sue is a comely-appearing 
Chinese woman, 20 years old. She has 
een confined in the County Jail for 
ve months, her case having dragged 
Since June 24, when she was arrested 
for not being able to show a certificate 
of her right to live in this country. 
She was arraigned on the following 
day, and July 22 the case was taken 
under submission. At the request of 
Chinese Inspector J. D. Putnam it was 
reopened late in July, and the hearing 
was set for October 15.

SEVENTH WARD REPUBLICANS. 


Water, O11 and Schools Discussed 
‘by Republican Candidates. 
About 125 Thrd-Warders turned out 


last evening at the Republican rally | 


held at the corner of Seventh and Al- 
varado streets. This is an exceptional 
number to be on hand for a city cam- 
paign rally. This campaign has un- 
usual interest for the Third Ward. The 
questions of municipal ownership of 
the water system, the oil-district ques- 
tion, and that of greater school facili- 
ties affect them directly, and it was to 
hear these questions discussed by the 
standard-bearers that the representa- 
tive body of voters in that ward came 
out, 

Frank Olmsted, candidate for City 
Engineer, was the first speaker, and 
placed himself squarely in favor of 
municipal ownership of the water syf- 
tem and the limiting of the oil district. 

Fred Eaton followed, and, after 
thanking his neighbors for the hand- 
some vote he received from the Third 
Ward in the city convention, he said: 
“I have about talked the water ques- 


tion bare, but I want to say right here 


that I am first, last and all the time 
for municipal ownership of the water 
system, and have been for the past fif- 
teen years. It is the only way in which 
the city will get an adequate supply of 
water, as it is no more than natural 
that a private corporation should look 
after its own interests to the detriment 
of the people. We must have ample 
water for fire service and for use of 
the citizens, particularly at morning, 
noon and night. This is not taken into 
consideration by the company, who are 
laying the same size mains now they 
These 
mains cannot carry the necessary 
quantity of water. The Republican 
party has declared they will acquire 
this water system as soon as. the 
board of arbitration decides on the 
price. We will compel the company to 
sell to us for a reasonable sum, else we 
will call an election to provide money 
for the building of an adequate dis- 
tributing system and conduits. The 
fact that we own the water gives us 
the inside track on them. The city is 
ready to treat fairly with the com- 
pany, but will not pay an exorbitant 


~price-for their plant.” 


Mr. Eaton said he favored a new 
High School, located conveniently to 
the Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth and 
Seventh Wards, and new schoolhouses 
to relieve the congested condition of 
the grammar and primary scnools. 

Louis F. Vetter, candidate for Coun- 
cilman of the Third Ward, gave a short 
history of his life, showing that for a 
number of years he was with R. G. 
Dun & Co. as manager, and had lived 
in this city several years, always be- 
ing closely identifiedwith its growth 
and business interests. He has devoted 
considerable time and money to for- 
warding the interests of the city, and 
pointed with pride to the Board of Fire 
Commissioners, of which he was a 
member, when changes were made 
bringing it up to its present high 
Standard of excellence. He favors the 
municipal ownership of the water Sys- 
tem, and stands pat on the oil-district 
limits to 1600 feet from Westlake Park.
